Where it was refolved to attack the main army 
Prince of Bcvern without delay ; before the King, * 
by forced marches, could arrive to his affiftance. 
Their force was three times more than the Prince's : 
and General Nadaftt was polled with a feparate 
body on the flank of the Pruflian right wing. 
The attack was begun at nine o'clock on the 2 id Attack the 
in the morning. But notwith (landing their vaft B^y"^^!*^ 
fuperiority in numbers, and the advantage of their 
fituadon, the Auftrian right wing was entirely 
beat and forced to retire towards Newmarck. 
Lieutenant General Ziethen, who commanded 
the Pruffian left wirtjg, gave Nadafti fuch a warm 
reception, that his feparate corps was alfo routed 5 
and the enemy began every where to give up the 
battle for loft, and to confult how they might 
make a fafe retreat •, and left the Pruffians in pof- Beaten, 
feffion of the field of battle. But the Prince of 
Bevcrn finding that fome of his regiments had 
fuffered greatly, did not think it proper to remain 
in that fituation. He firft withdrew into his camp ; p^j^^^ ^^ 
and next night he pafled the Oder near Breflau : Bevcrn rc- 
a retreat equally as myfteripus as the furrender of 
Schweidnitz ; for according to the beft accounts, 
his army was far from being weakened in propor-

December, found himfielf in a condition to face 
the enemy, and his troops full of ardour to reftorc 
affairs to their former ftate.

But his Pruf- 
fian Majefty forefeeing that would be theirattempt 
to efcape, had ordered fome fquadrons of dra- 
goons and huffars to file round the walls, and to 
cut off their retreat. By this means the aftion 
became defperate. The Pruflians forced the gates 
. and drove the enemy entirely out of the town : 
who falling into the hands of a large body of ca- 
valry, ftationed for that purpofc, 300 of them Loft of the 
were cut tp pieces, and 600 threw down their 
arms and were made prifoners j with the lofs pf 
no more than five Pruflian huflars. There were 
found in this town all the enemy's ovens, a fmall 
magazine, and two pieces of cannon, belonging 
to the pandours.

fack^ only four regiments of Saxon light horfe, under 
the command of Lieutenant General Count Noftitz. 
The Pruflian huITars were immediately ordered to 
attack them. Which they performed fo furioufly; 
that they killed and took about 300 and pot the 
reft to flight : who efcaped under the proteftioft 
of a thick fog. A circumftance that alfo greatly 
favoured the march of the Pruffians, as they pro^ 
ceedcd. For, they were upon the main body of 
the Auftrian army, about noon, under this coverj

Difpofition The Auftrians were drawn up in order of battle,

However, after his Pruffian Ma- Atucked 

jefty had reconnoitred their fituation, he refolvcd p]^,^^ 

to attack their left wing, and made his difpofi- 

tions accordingly : and as General Nadalli was 

pofted with a corps of refcrve on the left wit>g, in 

brder to fall upon the flank pf the right wing of 

the Pruffians, his Majefty placed four battalions . 

behind the cavalry of this fame wing, which had 

a very good efle^t : for, thefe fame battalions, not 

only routed Nadafti^s coips» which, at the begin* 

ning of the zdcvon flanked the Pruflian cava\ry in 

the right wing, and had made them give way ; but 

fupported and covered the right wing fo effcduallyp 

that they a^ed with fuch vigour on the left of 

the enemy, as to oblige them foon after to fall 

back. This m^de way for the Pruflian infantry to 

advance ; which they did in good order, though 

expofed on all fides to a fierce fire of artillery and 

fmall arms ; -of which the like was fcarce ever 

fcen. But the Pruflian artillery performed won* 

ders on this occafion. It was of fuch fignal fer^ 

vice in fupporting the march 0/ their infantry, that 

the enemy's canrion ^ere foon filenced. 

Nothing could excel their bravery and gallant Bravery, 

reftflance made by the Auftrians during the whole ^^\ ^^ 

engagement.

The King* 

on his fide, pudued the enemy as far as Liffa^ 

where his army fpent the night under' arms. 

Great gpneralfhip and remarkable bravery were 
(hewn on both fides in this battle, which accounts 
for the length of the contefl, and for the extjraor- 
Length of dinary lofs of men. Th^e battle began at two in 
the en- the afternQQn and continued till night. But the 
^^ line formed by the Auftrians w^ fo cxtenfive, that 

they couki quickly replace with frefh troops the 
lofs they fuftained. This prevented the Pruflian 
right wing's being employed at the beginning of 
the aftion : and this was the reafon why the battle 
did not become general till towards four o'clock, 
and of being obliged fo bring up thw fmall rear- 
guard. Befides the cavalry at firft found it very 
difficult to engage, being obliged to advance o^fer 
caufcways and felled trees, with which the enemy 
was covered. But General Ziethen, their com- 
mander^ delivered them at length out,of that dif- 
ficulty, and found them away to come into a (hare 
of thcaftion 5 and then they drove all before them. 

The 
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The right wing of the Pruflian ahny was com- ^' ^' 
manded by his Majefty in pcrfon, and*condu6ted* 
by Prince Maurice of Anhault-Deflau. The left 
was cotn mitred to the condufk of General'Retzow. 
The whole difpofitions were made by his Pruflian 
Majefty, and furpafled every thing he had yec 
done : and they were as happily executed j other- 
wife the infantry, which perfbrmcd wonders, muft 
have been obliged to give way in their Sovefeigri*s 
prefence. ' 

The confufion of the Auftrians became fo great Gaihnt 

that, in the purfuit, a cornet of Ziethen^s-regi-cornet.^ 
ment, with a party of ten men onfy, took; dif- 
^rmed, and brought roo Auftrians prifoners to 
the headquarters. For which gallant- aftion the Rewarded. 
King promoted him to the rank of a captain, and 
honoured him with the order of merit. 

The Auftrian army was not only well officered ^strength of 
but it was vaftly fupierior in numbers and ftrength, an army"* 
confifting of 80,000 men, and a very large train 
of artillery.

battle: had ma»y more wounded: 21,500 were 
made prifoners, amongft whom were two generals. 
General O'Donnel dangerouQy wounded, the 
Saxon General Count de Noftitz: befides the fon 
of the late Marlhal Browne: and 291 officers,' 
many of them field officers: they loft 4000 bag- 
gage and amrhunition waggons, well filled; 168 
cannon ' and 51 colours and ftandards.

General Krockow, who was alfo made ' prifoner *• 
But the account from Vienna of the (ame adion, 
is fo flagrant an inftance of mifreprefentation, that 
we cannot but take particular notice of it : This 
account was contained in a difpatch bearing date 
the 14th of December, and direded to the mi- 
nifters of their Imperial Majefties at foreign courta. 
The fubftance of which is as follows : 

Auftrian " Y^OU have had, as yet. Sir, but a very im- , 
account. X pgjf^^^ account of the affair on the 5th 

of December, between the Imperial and Pruflian 
army. As I am perfuadod the Pruifians will make 
great boaft, and magnify to an extreme degree, 
their vidory over the Auftrians, I am glad I have 
it in my power to affure you, that, except the ap- 
parent advantage of having kept the field of bat- . 
tic, and having taken eighteen or twenty field 
pieces, they obtained noqc that were any way ef- 
fcntial. The confcquences of this adion will 
place the matter in a clear light. 

" The effufion of blood was, indeed, very 
great; but, I believe, the refult will prove more 
to the advantage of the Imperial than the Pruflian

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and thaty if there was a difierenoe with regard to A. D« 
the number of the flain and wounded^ it feems to ''^*^* 
me, that it was in favour of the Icuperialifts. The 
PruIIiaQS will not gain an inch of ground by this 
event. They will be obliged to fight a*new, 
which will only, in the end, weaken them ; or they 
muft feek out for winter-quarters. 

** Brcflau and Leignitz are provided with ftrong 
garrifons, and with provifions and ammunition in 
abundance. The Imperial army, by its pofition. 
near Schweidnitz^ €over9 that place^ f^ures the 
communication with Bohemia, and fo keeps in 
awe the Pniifian army, that it cannot execute 
any thing againft thefe two places, otherwife than 
by citing them to furrender: for to effect any 
thing real, there would be a neceffity of invefting 
and . befieging them in form. This is what the 
King of Pruflia is not likely to attempt near an 
army, which, whatever reinforcement this Prince 
oiay receive, will alfe be reinforced on its fide, 
and will always be fuperior in number to him^ 
and I dare fay, will not fail to equal him in cou- 
rage.

** It is expedient previoufly to obferve, that ic 
were to be wiflxed, that after the taking of Breflau, 
the Imperial army had been in a condition to pur- 
fuc the broken remains of Prince Bevern's army, 
to beat or difperfe them, and at the fame time to . 
march againft the King of Pruflia, who came to ' 
cover a retreat } but the neceffary celerity in fuch 
i cafe was not pradicablc. The Imperial army 
had fuffered much in the aft Ion of the 2 2d of No* 

vember. 
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A. D. y^mber. Th« infantry wanted fhoes and ftock- 
^^^^* ings» which they were under a neceffity of being 
furnifhed witli, before they could fet,out on their 
march. The cavalry, extremely fatigued, had 
occafion for reft to recruit their fpirits, and it 
y^'^. not till the fourth of this montb, that they 
were in a condition to march againft the enemy. 

" This interval of time, which the King' of 
Pruffia gained, a time always precious in war, 
facilitated the aflembling of the troops difperfed 
by the action of the ^2d of November, together 
with the arrival of thc' numerous garrifoa of Glo* 
gaw, and a part of the heavy artillery of that 
place; as alfo, a confiderable detachment, as it is 
pretended, from Marjhal LehwaW s army : fo that 
by. a mo(ferate computation, this Prince's troops 
might be. fuj)pofed to amount to 36 or 40,000 
men, on the day of battle. 

** The Auftrians had in all 50,000 men* They 
might have infured the vidory, if they had had 
10,000 lefs. This can be eafily proved. Their 
army was pofted very advantageouQy by the care 
and attention of MarlhaLDaun. - The right, ex- 
tending to the village^of Nypern, was covered by 
ponds^ The front was fc.curcd by its fituation 
and a numerous artiljery, and. the left terrjiinated 
in. . a village called Luthen. This vil)ag^ beings 
£tuated in a plain, Marflial Daun, w<bo forefaw 
that the King of Pjguffia would direft his main at- 
tack on this point, had reinforced it, and covered 
the flaak by five lines difpofed behind eac|[i other 5 .

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was in this fituation that the Auftrian generals A. D. 
waited the coming up of the enemy. The Pruf- *^^^ 
fians advanced about one in the afternoon, within 
cannon^lhot. , The Auftrian artiUety did fuch exe- v 
cution, that it immediately threw into confufion 
the firft line of the enemy's infantry, which, with 
great difficulty was brought again to the charge. 
Towards three o'clock the fire of the fmall arms 
began. The two lines having clofed each other, 
that of the Pruflians was every where repulfed, 
except in the above-mentioned point of attack:, 
where the troops pofted on the left, at the firft dif- 
charge of the Pruffian infantry gave way, without 
firing a fliot, turned their backs, and brought after 
them, in their flight, fome troops, and even intire r^ 
giments that flanked them. This unforefeen and 
unexpe<5led accident broke the line, and gave op- 
portunity to the Pruffian cavalry to penetrate into 
the empty fpace. The diforder was afterwards, in 
fome refpeft, i«e^ificd, and the line being clofed 
by the corps of referve that advanced, reftored 
the battle, and hindered the left wing, that had 
been taken in flank, from being intirely defeated. 
This could not be well effefted without lofing 
ground; but it wa's obftinately difputed, and as 
the front was fuccefsful, the feft was fupported as 
much as poffible by the detachments^ fent to it. 
However, being greatly weakened by the firft dit 
order, and the Priiffians ftill vigoroufly attacking 
it, thtre was a nec^ffity at laft of retreating, which 
was executed in good order, and ftep'by ftep, 
fuch of the enemy as prefented themfelves being

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A. D. continually charged. The battle lafted from one

Reply of ^^ which the Pruflians replied : — " Such is the 
the Pruf- account which the court of Vienna thought fit 
to communicate to her minifters at foreign courts ; 
what credit fuch minifters deferve is now oianifeft 
to all the world, and what muft be the fituation 
of a court which is driven to iiich expedients is 
equally '^parent. The furrender of BreQau, in 
which was 14,000 of the troops of Auftria, befides 
almoft all their ableft generals and officers, is the 
beft pofTible teftimony, that this battle was deci-

pretended^ that all who efcaped, and could not

their courage, were eager to affault and to attempt iieg«d. 
tliis ftrong city, garrilbned by 14,000 men, by 
ftorm ; but that method might have been attended 
with fatal confequences. Therefore his Pruffian 
Majefty a^bated their ardour, and prevailed with 
them to hearken to more advifcable meafures. 
He ordered the approaches to be carried on in the 
ufual form. The Pruffian army was not prepared 
to form a ficge ; it was however neceffary that they 
fhould not leave behind them fuch a (Irong garri* 
fon placed by the Auftrians in that capital for its 
defence. They at firft took poflcffion of the 
fuburbs called OhVau, and of the convent of the 
brothers of charity, and of St. Maurice's church- 
yard. . There they eftabliflied two batteries, which 
were foon ready, to be played. From thence they 
carried a parallel within 400 paces of the ditch of 
the city, advancing towards Schweidnitz gate. 
One of the firft efFeds of their bombs was the 
blowing up a tower, fituated on the fhouider of a 
baftion, which ferved as a magazine of powder ; 
and the explofion made a confiderable breach in 
the raipparts. This happened on the 15th at 
nighty ^nd greatly facilitated the fuccefs of the 
attack. The greateft part of the cannon of the 
befieged was already difmounted, and the fire of 
their batteries was, on the. 16th, almoft entirely 
ceafed. On the 17th thePruffians advanced con- 
fiderably by fap. On the 18th they erefted a new 
battery on the right of the parallel. On tlie <9ch

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A. D. they were advanced within 140 paces of the ditch; 
and the breach was confiderabl^ augmented; 
Thus by the ardour of the troops, which the ri« 
gour of the leafoh could not abate, the approaches 
were carried fo far as to oblige the enemy to think 
of furrendering. The befieged had no outwork 
that covered the body of the place ; no^ any co- 
vered way. The befiegers had turned o^ the litde 
river dhlau, and by that means had left the ditch 
dry ; and thus there renKiined no refource ibr the 
Capituiat- enemy to defend themfelves with fuccefs. They 
*^* ' therefore refolved to capitulate, which was done 
on the 2oth. The commanders of the garriibn 
would have ftipulaced for advantages, but were 
obliged to fubmit to the condition of being made 
prifoners of war, with the whole garriibn^ 
Xofs. At Breflau 144,000 florins were found |n the 

Auftrtan military cheft; and the magazines wG:t 
well ftixked. Thirty-fevcn piece3 of Pruffian

. of Bengal, &c. from a tyrant, and placed a Na- 
bob upon the throne ; he even conquered that ex- 
tenfive, populouSj^, rich kingdom with lefs force, 
and in lefs time, than an infignificant fortrefs has 
been reduced in Germany. In the other parts of 
Eaft India our people were neglefted, and not in 
a condition to face the enemy in the field ; while 
the French were confiderably reinforced from Eu- 
rope, and preparing to give the laft ftroke to our 
trade and intereft on the coaft of Coromandcl;

The (hips taken by the French from By tli« 
the fubjeifts of Great Britain, greatly exceeded ^^'^^^* 
this number, and amounted to gyt great and 
{mall veffcls. But they were neither fo full of 
men, nor fo well armed with cannon as the 
JFiJcnch. 

Amongft the French prizes we find feveral va* Remark- 
luabie cargoes, as weH as ftout privateers. The ^H* p"*^ 
moft remarkaWe, both as to their contents, and tiops. 
<to their Hlcfencc, were, the Pondicherry, an Eaft 
Indiaman, burden 1000 tons, taken by the 
©over man of war, after a refolute engagement 
of about an hour, in which her fecond captain 
and five men were- killed :— Tlie Bien Acquis,

Such was the langua^^fuch the wi0ies.and de* Concem- 
fires of the.nation. And the mioilfaer could nptcomman- 
help, on a very folemn occafion, fome time a^r, ind Sod!* 
declaring, " That he beheved there was a deter- 
mined refolution, both in'^e naval and military 
commanders, againil any vigprons exertion of the • 
n^ional power in the feryice of their qountry !" 
He aifirmed, " That, Uiough i>is " Majcfty ap^ 
peared ready to embrace every rn^a(ure prc^HxIed 
by his miniflers, for tjie , honour . and intereft 
of his Britilh dominions ; yet fcarce a man could 
be found, with whom the execution of any one 
plan^ in which there was the leaft appearance of 
any danger, could, with confidence, be trufted/* 
He particularized the inadiyity of one gentleman , 
in North America, from whom the nation had 
conceived great expe6lations. He complained, 
** That, this n— commander had expreflcd the 
moft contemptuous, difregard for the civil ppw^r, 
from which he 4erived his authority, by negleft- 
ing to tranfmit, for a confiderable length of tiqw, * 
any other advice of his proceedings, but wh^t ap^ 
pe^rec) on a written fcrap of paper." ^ I^e ob- 
fervcd, * ** That with a force oy fea and land, 
greater than ever the nation had hifherto main- 
tained, 
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A- D» tdned, with a King aTid miniftry acdently defiroua 
'^' ' t^ redeeming her glory, foccouring her allies and 
promMing her tnie ttmerefl:, a ihameful diflike to 
iervicc every whcire pieVailed, and fe^ lecmed af* 
fedted with any other zeal, than that of afpiring 
to the Mg^eft pofts^ ind grafping the )arg^ fa-< 
lanes.** 

In the heat of thefe conrplaiats the parfiament 
met, and h» Majefty opened the feffion " widi this 
moft graciotts fpeech :

< For this cwfe, I ihail iiecline BO inconveniences s 
and, in this caufe, I eameftiy defire your heatty 
concurrence^ and vigorous afiiftance. The lat€ 
JOgnal fiicce& in Germany has given a happy turn 
to affairs, which it is incumbent upon us to im-* 
prove ; and, in this critical conjundure, the eyes 
of all Europe are upon you. In particular, I 
muft recommend it to you, that my good brother 
and ally the King of Pruffia, may be fupported in 
fuch a maonea:, as his -magnanimity and active zeal 
fpr the common caufe defcrve. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 
It gives me the utmoft concern, that the largp 
fupplies, which you have already granted for car- 
rying on the war, have not produced all the good 
effefts we 'had. reafon to hope for. But I have fo 
great a reliance on your wifdom, as not to doubt 
of your perfeverance. I only defire fuch fupplies 
as fhall be neccflary for the public fervice^ and^ 
to that end, have ordered the proper eftimates to 
be laid before you. Ypu may depend upon it, 
that the beft and moft faithful oeconpmy fl>all be 
uied. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, . .- 

I have had fuch ample experience of the loyalty 
and good aflfeftions of my faithful fubjeAs to-

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A4D. ii^ds me, my family, and eoverrtmentj in ^H 
' ' drcumftahces, that -I am confident they are not to 
be Ihaken. But I cannot avoid taking notke of 
that fpirit of difbrdcf, which has (hewn itfelf 
amongft the common people, in fome parts of the 
kingdom \ Let me recommend it to you, to da

authority. If any thing fhall be found wantiugy 
to explain or enforce what may have \xtfi mifun*« 
desftood or mtireprdentedj I am perfuaded it will 
jiot efcape your attention. 

Nothing can be ip conducive to the defence of 
all that is dear to. u§, as well a;5 for reducing our 
enemies to reafon, as union and harmony amongft 
ourfelves^ . 



Remarks. It is very evident, in this fpcech, that there 
^ "was no thoughts of a parliamentary enquiry into 
the conduft of the commanders, either in Europe 
or America, as the people expedied, and ar- 
dently defired.

What his Majefty pron^ifisd, in regard to the AaJvity of 
fecurity of his kingdbnis, the recovery and pro- t^r,"""** 
tedlion of bis American pofleflions and rights, and 
the exertion of his naval force j the execution of 
tfaefe pronufes was not delayed a monnient.— *«The 
minifter was no fooner in pofieffion of the ienti*- 
ments and refolutions of both houfes of pu-lia* 
fi^nt *, that approved and pronufed to enable his 
M^yefty to carry on the war, in the manner pro* 
pofed in bis fpeech, but he iet about the work 
with diligence and vigour ; and with this moft 
fiece(]&ry precaution to attend to fuch meafures firft> 
whofe fuccefs w<iuld naturally facilitate the ulterior 
operations. 

Domeftic fecurity was naturally the firft care of For do- 
thc miniftry. For which, laft year, the legiflature ^y^^tyf^' 
had provided a regular and well^drfciplined militia. 
Afi aft carried under Mr. Pitt's firft adminiftrai* 
tion with fome difficulty, and but badly rcliflied 
by^fome of the courtiers. It was therefore, no 
Afrander that fuch a falutary and conftitutional mea- 
fore to enforce this ad, was not carried into cxe^ 
cUtiori, fo as to embody that milifia, during the 
interim of the minifter's 4ifmiflion. However^ 
Mr. Pitt was far from placing the fecurity of

nefs. And he had the wifdom to plan his opera- 
tions again ft the enemy, fo as to make them fub- 
fervient to the great end of felf-prefervation to his 
country. He confidered the ftrength and defence 
of thefe kingdoms, to confift in, and to depend 
on, the naval power duly exerted: and he put 
the whole ' into exnploy. 

He fixed his thoughts upon the conqueft of 
, Louifbourg and Cape Breton, without which it 
would be impofiible to fecure the Britilh Erhpire 
. in that quarter of the world. But he could not 
be unmindful of the difappointments, that expedi- 
tion had met with laft year ; whether by betraying 
the fecrets of the cabinet, or by the mifconduft bf 
thofe Employed in the execution of the plan, he 
' had feafon ably and judicioufly formed f<Dr that pur^ 
pofe. 
Expedition The early notice received by the enemy of the 
ag^iljft intention of the Britilh arms againft Louifbourg, 
bouig. had given the French an opportunity to fend a 
force fuperior to that intended by us againft that 
fortrefs : the detention of the fleet under Admiral

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Holbouroe, which enabled the French fquadrons A. D. 
to get to their flatiph in that harbour, before his *^^ 
arrival in thofe feas ; and the inadivity of the 
army ordered againft it, as well as of the fket, 
after its arrival at Hallifax, fuggefled the means 
to prevent a mifcarriage, for the future, from the 
like caufes. 

The plan againft Louifbourg was revived and 
carried in council, and all the contingent opera- 
tions were fettled for North America. The fleet Forces m

adequate to th^ fervice. Scpo men were deftined 
to drive the French from the Ohio: and 1 6,000 
men were ordcr'd to reduce Crown Point, and to 
open , a way to the frontiers of Canada.

,was taken from Lord Loudon, who was fuper- 
ceded by Major General Abercrombie : and the 
forces both by fca and land, to be fent againft 
Louifbourg, . were placed under the fole command 
of Admiral Bofcawen. But the greateft difficulty 
was to guard againft the counter-armaments of the 
French -, whofe powerful fleet, at the time they 
were obliged, laft winter, to leave Louift>ourg by 
the inclemency of the climate, had arrived iri the 
ports of Old France in a moft fickly feeble con- 
dition. 

Mr. Pitt neither truftcd to fidelity, norfecre- How 
cy, nor yet' to his own Vigour and expedition : f'^^^ 
though the whole month of 'December was em- treachery, 
ployed for thiapurpofe, in. the greateft naval pre-

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A. D. parations, that had ever been known at this feafon 
* of the year : fo that the expedition fleet againft 
Loui/bourg failed from England on the 19th day 
of February, For, though the French, at this 
junfture, had no naval ftrength nor land force in 
America, equal to "that fhipped with Admiral 
Bofcawen, nor any commander of equal capacity 
and reputation, he judged it qeceflary to provide 
ways and means to prevent their (ending a fupe- 
rior* force after him, to retard, obftrudlf, or per- 
haps, to defeat his inftru^ions and orders.

by fea and land ) he turned our whole fofce t^ 
fiich objefts as, at oace, might fccure the Britifh 
Ifles from invafion, and make a diVerfion in favour 
of our German allies. 

There were, at this time, fome perfons of great Argii- 
tveigbt in the adminiftration, who were for making German 
a pufli in Europe againft France, on the fide of ^*'' 
Germany ; and urged (Irenuoufly for a reinfotx:e^ 
ment of Prince Ferdinand's , army, fufficient to 
enable him to purfue the French, and to take fome 
confiderable advantage of their diftrefled condition i 
becaufe, it was their argument. Prince Ferdinand 
would thereby be in a capacity to bring matters to 
a cbnclufionj as that would enable him to carry 
the war into France itfelf ; elpecially, if the efforts 
by land were well fcconded with a diverfion on the 
eoaft of France, by our navy. But Mr. PiTt* 
was (6 attached to Britifh meafures, that he could 
not be brought, as yet, to acquiefce in this dupli- 
cate plan of engaging the French miniftry, and 
to diftraft their counfels. His plan was to keep 
our regular forces in a condition to fupply the de- 
mands of our colonies and fettlements in the pro- 
fccution of the war, and to protect thefe kingdoms 
from all infults : and fo to employ our navy, as 
to protect our coafts, to ruin the navigation and 
commerce of the enemy, and to weaken the 
&tfogfh of. France in Germany. ^ < 

Another fquadron, confiding of the Naffau of . 
€4 guns, the Harwich of 50 guns> and the Ryq ,

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A D of 24 guns, attended by the Swan floop and twfi^ 
'7^^* buITes, were difpatched to the coaft of Africa, 
under the command of Captain Marfti, having ori 
board 200 marines, under Major Mafon, and ^ 
detachment of matroffes, under Captain "VS^alker. 
By this armament the miniftcr had two thingis in 
view; to defend that lucrative trade from the 
encroachments and depredations of the .enemy 5 
who had, in the preceeding years,' fhewn a very 
ftrong propenfity to wreft the African coaft out of 
Expedition our hands ; aftd to try, if a fcheme laid, before 
agamft^ him by certain merchants of London, to furprizp 
and to drive the French from their fettlements on 
the river Senega], and from the ifland of Goree,. 
by which they monopolized ^ the gum trade, fp 
neceffary and advantageous in our manufadories, 
was pradicable. 
Sails. This little fquadron failed from Plymouth with- 

out noife, and without fufpicion, on the 9th of 
Arrives. ' March •, and arrived, without any accident or .al- 
teration in its ftrength or condition, off the mouth 
of the river of Senegal on the 24th of April : but 
it was the 29th before they could get over the 
bar; and then not without the lofs of the two 
fmall veflels, for want of water, which lofs of tlxe 
fmall craft obliged the commander to land fome of 
the men on the eaft fide of the river, in the Domel 
country.

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xJf which were armed with lO guns each, made a A. D. 
(hew of attacking our fmall crafr, and kept a kind 
of' running fire ; but were loon repulfed and ob- 
liged to retire. Seven hundred marines and fea- 
men being landed, and the artillery got a-fliore ; 
the men laid on their arms all night, and were 
prepared to attack Fort Lewis, the ftrongeft poft 
on that river, fituate on an ifland about 12 miles 
within the bar •,, when a flag of truce was hung 
our, and deputies arrived in our camp from the 
fuperior council of Senegal, with articles upon 
which they oflTered to capitulate. 

The capitulation was agreed to without much Fort capU 
variation. By which the Englifti were put in pof- ^^^^^* 
ieffion of all the forts, ftorehoufes, veflels, arms» 
provifion, and every thing belonging to the com- 
pany, upon the river Senegal. All the white peo- 
ple belonging to the Senegal company were allow- 
ed to carry away their private effefts, and to be 
fcnt in fix weeks time to Old France. But the 
merchandize and uncoined treafure were excepted. 
And the free Mulattoes or Negroes were to enjoy 
their religion, liberty and effects, and to continue 
on the Ipot or remove with their efFedts, according 
to their own good liking. 

Agreeable to this capitulation, the French fol- 
diers laid down their arms on the ift of May, 
and our men entered and took poflfeffion of the 
forty and of all the veflels in the river ; go{ the 
keys of the ftores, papers, &c. and proceeded to 
receive the fubmiffion of all the fettlement^ up the

Import- The importance of this conqucft is collefted 
wnqS^'* from its produce ; its benefit to England and its 
lofs to the enemy. At this time the Senegal fac- 
tory, as called by the French, fupplicd the com- 
pany in Old France with about 500 (laves, 4000 
hides, 1200 quintals of gum, and 20 quintals of 
Elephants teeth. To this faftgry were belong*- 
ing five niore: viz. Galem, which fupplied about 
« 600 (laves, 20 quintals of teeth, and fifty marks 
of gold : Goree, 400 (laves and 2400 hides.: 
J6al 100 (laves, 40 hides and 10 quintals of teeth : 
Gambia 400 (laves, 200 quintals of wax and 200 
quintals of toeth : Bi(reaux 250 (laves, 250 quin* 
tals of wax, and 250 quintals of teeth. 

The benefit arifing from this conqueft toEngland 
is manifold. It puts us in poflefHon of the gum 
trade, and makes us the merchants of that dr^g, 
at our own price^ to all Europe ; which we were 
obliged to purchafe with ready moaey, and a great 
balance againft us from France and Holland. It 
alfo opens new branches of commerce, and e(tab* 
li(hes the intereft and reputation of tkh kingdom 
all along the African coaft, which was decliniitg 
before, and muft, in a fhort time^ hgve yielded to 
the intrigue and power of France. 

The lofs to France-was very jgreat. It deprived 
her of the means of fupplying her colontc;s witk 
flaves. It cut off a confiderable branch of thole

The old company of Senegal had a fort at Galam« built ia 
1700, but was carried away by the rapidity of the river. The 
new company afterwards bailt anothet» a league lower, where 
they now traded. 

They traded chiefly at Galam, in negroes, gold and ivory. ' 

The ifland of Goree is in the center of the company's iettle* 
ments, and it is there the flaves are kept, till they have a fuf- 
ficient number, or till they have fiiips ready to tranfport them 
to their iiles. 

The river Senegal empties itfelf into the Atlantic ocean in 
lat. 16 deg. north. The entrance of it is guarded by feveral 
forts, the principal of which is Fort Lewis, built on an ifland 
of the fame name. The Englifli had formerly fectlements 
here, o*ut of which they were driven by the French, who had 
' engrofled the whole trade from Cape Blanco to the river Gam- 
bia; which is near 500 miles. The Dutch were the firft who 
fettled at Senegal, and built two forts. The French made 
thcmfelves mailers of them in 1678. In 1692 the Englifli 
feized them ; but next year the French retook them» and had 
kei^t lihem ever fincc.

, However unanimous the fenate was in the refo- By the na- 
lution for this grant ; if was faid, and juftly faid, 
without doors, that this was enga^ng the oation 
m a German war ; yet there was not that untver^ 
M diflike ; nay there did rather a general incli^ 
nation appear in all ranks of people to fup^brt 
a meafure, which at any other time> and un4er 
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anather admiriiftratioh would have idilgufted the 
whole nation. 

But at this time every one faw, that there was 
no johb intended by a German Connexion. T}ie 
caufe^was real : the neceffity abfolute. The greateft 
powers in Europe were leagued with our natural 
enemy, to pull down and ruin our allies and oup 
intereft on the continent. England muft fupporfr 
PrulCaj and defend Hanover, or both muft ^l\ i^ 
apd fhould they fall under the dominion or infki-^ 
ence of France, her power would grow more ter-^ 
rible and dangerous to Great BritaiA. So that 
when Mr. Pjtt faw that thefe would certainly ^

He was convinced, that Britain 
tnuCt be inevitably connc(9^d with Germany, as 
long as the fame perfon is King of England and 
Eledor of Hanover. 

When we excluded the family of Stuarts from 
the throne, we caft our eyes round Europe for a 
Sovereign : but there was no Prince of the Pro- 
t^ftant religion, who had no foreign dominions : 
What then muft we have done ? — have fubmitted 
to abfblute government, been torn to pieces by a 
civil war, or chofe a King, who had political in- 
terefts ? It was thought beft to chufe the latter, 
however diftinft thofe interefts might be from the 
good of this nation. ^ If this misfortune was in- 
cvitaBle in its caufe, it was impoffibk to prevent 
its being the fame in its efFeft. Therefore, the 
eviJ of keeping confiderable armies in Germany 
is (in fome meafure) engrafted in the eftablilh- 
ment. Without doubt, it is the wifh of all true 
Englilhmen, that the crown hjid no territory out 
of this iflatid, that our ftrength might be kept 
within it. But fecondary caufes have difpofed of ' 
things otherwife ; and how Ihall we alter them ?

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by two Iquadrons and a refpeftable body 6f land A. D, 
forces,was immediately fet a foot, to try what might '^^ '

However, Lord George Sackville, 
ion to the Duke of Dorlet^ the fecond in command, 
did not want either military knowledge or expe- 
rience in the art of war. 

The fhips rendezvoufed at Spithead : the army 
encamped on the Ifle of Wight/ The troops bo^ 
gan to embark on tlie 25th of May, and the 
whole embarkation was completed on the 27th. 
On the 28th Mr. Howe fent about failing orders 
and inftru^tions to every ihip* The wind would 
not pern^t them to fail till the i ft of June: but 
hi the mean time theDoke of Marlborough diftrr- 
buted his orders concerrting the manner, in which 
the troops were to land, and the meafures that 
were to be taken by the troops as they, came oa 
fhore. The deftination of this prodigious arma«> 
ment was not yet pubKflied; artd its fccrcfy, as 
well as force, filjed the enemy with great terror 
and alarm.

Hague, and the author of th^eilettefft 
intitfed, the Voipk of PxAps, joaoaged inoft actfoliy in fr- 
vour of France, and publiihcd in the year 1761. , 

This Florence Henfey appeared in London under, the cha» 
rafter of a phyiician, and pretended that his correfpondence 
wich the enemies of his king and c(^untry, commenced- throng 
accidental acquaintance^ w^th ongi foriaedy hit-feUow^iodcai; 
who was at this dme employed in the fecretary of iiate's of«« 
fice at Parisy {or foreign affairs. To whon DoAor Henfey 
wrote, amongft other things, a tender of his iervke in a^ 
matters *he might want at London, Which his Parifian cor- 
refpondent, in his anfwer, interpreting to^ be a poHiitai fir*- 
nnce, and alTuring bim« thi^ bisdiligoice tharoHtiM^ be ad« 
vantageous to them both, the dodor, in his ieGoadlecier^ ^eni- 
mended his friend^s difcernment, adding, ** Thjat if he could 
*< obtain for him a fuitable recompence, he would endeavoer 
'^ to make his intelligence of the utmoft importance." This 
produced a falary of i5olivres, or 35 1. ftediag pu^^pHuwer 
for the do^or, with diredions to procure aadfead lifts of aH 
his Majefty^s ihips 11^ and out of commiffion, Bumber of guaa 
and men, their time qf £uling, from what port, their defiina* 
don, the names of the commanders 1 the A«te of thekndAiites, 
where quartered and g^rifoncdj plans of aH Ibirtiicitbtts ta 
Great Britain and North Aamca $ and die eartieft aecount of 
enterpr^zes or expeditioiif agataft France.

of Landal, intendant of the cdaft and colonel of 
the militia, with his fervant* Lord Down called 
to him and told him, if he would furrender, he 
bad nothing to fear : but he and his fervant 
fobliiWy refufed quarter 5 fo that both they and 
their horfes were Ihot dead upon the Ipot. My 
Lord took pofleflion of the village, difarmed and 
fccured the moft a&ive peafants, that fell in his 
"way, and kept his men on their s^rms all nighty 
waiting for the reft of the army *;

But at feven next morning 200 pioneers, 
fuftained by a party of 500 men, were ordered 
to march towards St. Maloes ; and a captain and 
gp mqn w.erc employed to level the ground in the 
&(mK of jtheeiiQftCppmenti ,in Qrder to open a com- 
munication between each regiment. Thefe we^e 
indications of vigorous refolutions. Yet, on the 
lo.th, in the morning, His Grace the Duke of 
^^rlborough, having adyiceof agreatfuperiority 
of for.ces affembling to attack him, and to cut off his 
retreat, ordered the whole army bac^ to Cancalle. 
Which was done ; though it did not appear that 
there were at that prefent time above 500 regular 
forces in that province. They ftruck their tents 
ilbout nofifl^ immediately marched off, and eo- 
y S camped 
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camped that night within the entrenchments at A. D. 
that villager giving over all thoughts of a fiege, *^^ 
which would take up a month, in a regular man* 
ner : and for which they were not fufficiently pro- 
vided. For the walls of the town were not only 
of a vaft thicknefs, but of fb great an height, that 
none of the (caling ladders fent from England 
could reach the top. 

The fame night the artillery was put on board 5 Re-im- 
and the two following days wcrecmptoyed in the^^*^' 
re-imbairkation of the troops in the midft of a very 
heavy rain, which filled the trenches, of thofe thai; 
were left, half full of water. 

Thus ended the attempt againft St. Maloes^ 
with the lofs of 30 men miffing. Whilft the army 
was employed before Su Maloes, a battalion of 
guards marched, under the command of Colonel 
Cefar, 12 miles up into the country, to a town 
called Dol, and were politely entertained by the 
magiftratcs; and their treatment was as poKtely 
repaid by this party, whofe intention was only to 
reconnoitre the country, and returned after flay- 
ing in this town one night, without committing 
ene aft of hoftility. A party of light horfe ad- 
vanced ftill farther, and fell in with the videts of 
a French camp, chaced^ them a long way, and 
brought two of them into our camp".

The people with pkafure adqmefced in thele Approved 
ientiments and meafures, becaufe they were con- £„gji^^* 
vinced of their falutary cffc&Si They were aHb nation.

the French over the Rhine : while, on the other

The ppovocation given by M. Richelieu's breach 
of the convention, /or the Hanoverians refuming 
their arms, furniihed the French court with a 
plaufibla ii>ve6tive againft his Bricaimic Majefty, 
Eie&w (^ Hanover.

tbeir invafion and -fttzure of Hanover and He(& 
CsiBi^L Then they proceed^ and inlxft. That the 
aUi^iKe, between Auftria and France was not unna- 
mral and daiigerous to the Germannic liberty % 
but» on the contrary, that it wa$ quite natural^ 
and neceflary to defend that liberty from the dan* 
gers arifing from the league between England and 
FrulTia. That their King had originally formed a 
defign to confine him^lf to his own defence againft 
the Engliih in North America, and thereby, if 
poflible, to prcierve the advantages of peace tub 
Europe* in general, and to the Empire in particu^ 
lar : and that if it happened otberwife, it might be 
imputed to the ambition and injuflice of his ene- 
mies. 

They inveigh with great acrimony againft the 
Kings of Great Britain and PruiBa for prefuming 
to keep foreign troops out of Germany, when 
they themfelves are bringing ruin upon the Ger- 
roacinic conftitutions : and .accuse them of Airing 
up and carrying on an unjufl: war, let on foot in 
contempt of the faith of treaties, and of the laws 
of the Empire; and make his Britannic Majefty 
the firft prompter of it. 

They further fet forth. That the iB fiiccefs of 
the unjuft and violent enterprizes of the King of 
£n|;Iand againft France, both in America and 
Europe, having changed the brilliant expe(ftatioas, 
with which thgt Prince's minifters hjid flatteitd 
the Britifh nation into real loiTes for the pie&nt, 

and 
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and apprehcnfions for the fature, they have been A. D. 
forced to have rccourfe to frefli expedients for *^^^* 
allaying the rcfentment of that nation, and espe- 
cially for getting from it fuch an augmentation of 
fubfidics, of vrhich the Elector of Hanover ftiould 
come in for a part -, and that the way^ which feemed 
to them the fitted for fettling their affairs, has been 
tothrovr thofe of others into confufion, and at any 
l^te to kindfc A war in Germany. 

The King of England and .his minifters have 
done fo much juftice to the Kirfg, as to conclude, 
that in cafe df any attack made on the principal 
ftates of the Efnpire, to which he was united, or of 
any violation of the Germaniiic laws and confti- 
tutions, his Majefty*s fidelity towards his allies, 
his quality of guarantee of the treaty of Weftpha- 
lia, his conftant zeal for the quiet and fafety of 
Germany, would induce hini to take part in this 
war, and thjt by this diverfibn they (hbuld weaken 
the cflbrts, which Frailce was obliged to mak6 by 
fea, for defending itfclf agai'nft the Englifli. 

The court of 'Hanover has not forgot its advan- 
tages in the plan, which it has f6rmed for itfelfc 
As the interefts of the Britifli nation have for a 
Idag time been fubordinate to the Eleftor^s cohve- 
niency, it had two views relative to the latter ; the 
firft of procuring to his Elfeftofal Highnefs large 
&bfidi6S, by arming the Hanoverians for fupport- 
ing the Kihg of Prtaffia*^ cnterprizes, and thus 
weafcto * the Kiftg*S operations fot the deferict of 
the libtoty of dvff Empire, and that of the ftates 
of thcaHies.

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A. D. Xhe fecohd view has been to convert th€ tvaf 
^ . * of Germany into a religious war, in order^to gain 
to themfelves the fupport of the proteftant Princes. 
Hence a double advantage was to refult : if thefe 
Princes by their fuccours fafcilitated the execution 
, cf the defigns of their Britannic and Pruffian Ma- 
jefties, an increafe of authority and power was 
thus procured to the Ele<5tor of Hanover, to the 
detriment of his neighbours, both catholic and 
proteftants > and this is known to have long been 
the favourite objefl: of his ambition : if, on the 
other hand, the fucceflcs fhould fail, a great part 
of the damages to be fuftained was to be thrown 
on the allied Princes. 

When the war, .which had been meditated by 
the King of England, Eledtor of Hanover, in 
conceit with the King of Pruflia, had' broke out 
in Germany ; the ideas, which thefe two Princes 
had formed from the King's fidelity to his engage- 
ments, were not miftaken ; the ftates of the Em- 
pire attacked by the King of Pruflia, together 
ynxki the Princes, who had moft at heart the Ger- 
mannic fyftcrti, applied for affiftance to his Ma* 
jefty, both as an ally of the Empire and guarantee 
of tlie treaty of Weftphalia, as in virtue of his 
alliances merely defenfive with fcveral' courts of 
Germany ; and though the King was engaged in 
a perfonal and onerous war with England, he did 
not hefitate to form the generous relolution of 
employing the greateft part of his forces m: tHe 
defence of his allies, and the maintenance of the 
*laws of the Empire, and of the Germannic lyftcm, 

threatned 
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threatned with a total fubverfion, frpn> their Bril?in- A. D.. 
nic and Pruffian Majefties, both ^s, Kiiigs aqd "^^ *' 
Electors. 

The King of England was confcipus, , that every 
kind of reafon authorifed his Majefty not to maJcc 
the chimerical diftindlion, he was for eftablifhing^ 
betwixt his quality of King and that of Eledtor ; 
clpecially when one railes a war and pays the cofts, 
and the other takes upon him the execution of it. 

At length the Hanoverians having provoked 
his Majefty's troops by hoftilities of every kind, 
the moment canie for repelling force by force, 
and to niake them and their allies repent of their 
outrages ; and viAory Seconded thejpftice of. the 
King's arms, by the fucceffive advantages which 
the French troops obtained over theni^ .. 

. Tiicy then come to the convention of Clofter- 
S^ven^ as follows:. , 

But the King's generous fentirrK|?its have never 
Qiione. with greater luftre tha» in ,the, capitulation 
of Clofter-Seycp. The Hanoverian army b^ing

It was no favourable conjunfture for fofcening 
the vidor. The King of England was fending 
iway a very ftrong fquadrbn, with land forces, for 
a defcent, with a defign of making thcmfelves 
matters of Rochefort, or at leaft burn the. docks, 
the ftorehoufes ; in a word, . to commit all poflible 
hoftilities on the coaft of France. 

Bcfidcs many fubje(5ls of apprehenfions for the 
defeated party, there was one of greater weight 
than all the others •, paft experience feemed to have 
infpired a grounded miftruft of any propofal from 
the King of England, Elcftor of Hanover; of 
this the Duke of Cumberland had recent proofs. 
After he had been obliged to retreat into the 
dutchy of Bremen, he had propofed a neutraKty, 
and it was refufed him ; he had acquainted the 
French miftiftry, that he was authorifed by full 
powers from the King his father, to treat of a 
peace, of a neutrality, or of a preliminary ac- 
commodation ; and the King, faithful to his allies, 
would hearken to no propofal bujC in concert with 
them. 

From all thefc reafons, the Duke of Cumber- 
land did not believe that he fliould be able, by 
himfelf, to obtain the capitulation, which alone 
, could fecure him from all the feveral dangers he 
had to fear \ but being informed of the King's 
great regard for the King of Denmark, his airys

4taiL If the Duke of Cumberland afked to capir 
tulate, it was becaufe he found hiitifelf in A criti- \ 
cal pofition> and juftly feared chat, fbould the 
Marihal de Richelieu attack him, he would rula 
the Hanoverian army irretrievably, and makfe 
hitnfdf mafter of the town of Stade, and of the 
depofitum lodged there. Had not his fituation 
been fo dangerous in cviety relped:> can it belfup- 
poied that a Prince, whofe courage all Europe has 
beheld, would have afked to capitulate at the 
head of an army of near 40,060 men, under the 
cannon df the town, and in a poll: of difflcuk 
acxre&and well intrenched ?

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A. D. had by this ftcp facrificed to the godd of man- 
^"^^ ' kind, and the intcreft of the King bis father^ the 
more facred and inviolable did ^ the capitulation, 
"which he had a(ked and obtained, bedome to him. 
It is unqueftionabte in the rules of 'honour and 
' 'war, that a capitulation is never to be afked of an 
enemy till at an extremity 5 but when reduced to 
ir, it is not lawful to employ thofe arms againft 
him, which by promife were to be laid down. 
Honour would look on fuch a procedure with in- 
dignation ; and if private peribns deteft a treachery 
of this nature, is it not ftill more unworthy of 
fovereigns, who are the prote£lors of good faith, 
and who are more concerned than private peribns 
to prcferve their glory and reputation ? 

Accordingly the Duke of Cumberland, by laying 
down his military employments, was fpr faving 
himfelf the infamy of breaking fuch facred en- 
gagements ; he has proved by that ftep, that he 
is incapable of being fo far wanting to himfelf ; 
but in fheltering his own honour, why has he not 
been a^fraid of expoling that of the King his fa- 
ther ? • ' 

If the King of England, Eledor of Hanover, 
on his receiving advice of the capitulation had dif- 
owned the Duke of Cumberland his general and 
ibn, ftill would the King have had caufe of com- 
•plaint, military conventions not requiring a rati- 
fication V but, at leaft, there would have Jbcen in 
this proceeding an appearance of good faith. But 
-to temporize during near three months, in.feeking 
•occafion fpr breaking the capitulation with impu- 
nity. 
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nity, let the French army march away for ^al- A. D. 
berftadt, wait till k was fei!>aratcd in the bad fea- ^^ 
fon, lay hold of the circumftances of a check to 
come out of the prefcfibcd limits, under pretence 
of extending quarters, dfterwards taking advan- 
tageous pofts, equally contrary to the convention ; « 
make every difpofition for the fiege of Harbourg, 
without any previous declaration of war; and 
when all thefe preparations are made« and the' 
enemy [s thought to be fufficiently weakened and- 
deceived,* to be fought with advantage, to declare 
to him, that hoftilities are to be renewed, and that 
the capitulation is looked on as broken, at the 
very lame moment that the troops are marching 
to him, and his pofts are attacked ; to engage one 
Prince, by feducement, to violate this capitulation, 
and to hinder another by open force from execut- 
ing it i to impyrifon the general of the latter, and 
detain his troops, and take away his ' fon from 
him ; to make him ferve as an inftrument to the 
treachery ; this is trampling on the law of nations, 
on the laws of juftice, honour^ and good faith ; 
the rights of the fovereignty of the States of the 
Empire ; the ties of nature and of blood ^ it is to 
fear neither the judgment of cotemporaries, or of 
pofterity ; it is wilfully branding one's life and 
memory with an indelible mark of infamy ; in a 
word, it is daring to fet up and give a fandtion to 
the pernicious maxim, ** That every means is 
lawful to obtain one's end," . ^

After the preceding /aithful reptefentation of 
the King's conduft, and that of .the King of Eng- 
land, Eledlor of Hanover, all Europe, and cfpe- 
cially Gcrniany, may eafily judge of the diflfef*' 
ence of the intentions of thefe two Princes, dnd 

at 

it is hoped, that they will impute the blame of the 
confequences of this war to thofe only, who, in 
contempt of all laws and all rules, have ^ain 
taken up arms to hinder the conclufion of it^ 

This is the caufc of all fovereigns, butefpeci^ 
ally tliat of the Empire •, it being the bad faith 
of the Hanoverians, which has retarded the fucce& 
of the King's operations for reftoring the peace 
of (jermany ; and their unjuft and violent pro- 
ceedings, both towards the King and the Duke 
of pVunfwick, are a frefti breach of the public 
peace, and of the treaties of Weftphalia. 

The King will omit nothing to acquit himieif 
of what he owes to his dignity, injured by the 
outrage done him by the court of Hanover. As 
to the Germannic body, his Majcfty will redoubt 
ble his efforts for preferving it from the new 
difigers witl^ which it is threatened ^ and fiilfi) 
the engagements he has entered into both with 
his allies and the Empire* He is perfuaded that 
the Eledors, Princes, and States, will do juftjce 
to the uprightnefs and gfcnerofity of his fentiments } 
9rld he with the greater confidence hopes they will 

Jecond his mc^fures and operations, as agreeably 
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t<^ ^ w& and refiaution of the diet, they tmd A. D.

• His trnperial Majefty, after having capitulated therein 
the efibrts he has jointly made with Franqe, to defend the 
liberty of the Empire, to ddhrer the Saxon territories from the 
yoke they, groan under, and reftore tranquiUity to Germaoy, 
takef notice ^f the confUnt oppofition his Piroifian Majefly hat 
pcrfiftcd in, by paying as little r^fptSt to the citation to ap. 
pear and anfwcr to the ban of the Empire iiTued againft him, 
as Eleflor of Brandenburgh, as to the rcfolutions, which his 
Imperial Majefly a^d the Empire too^c, in confequence of the 
mcafiures he pqriiied, till the battle of the 5th of November* 
naar lloA>ach : upon which the Emperor obferves, that thougji 
the attempt made on thai occafion did not anfWer the end, for . 
which ^e army of the Empire, and that of France, marched 
towards Saxony ; yec the lofs they fuftained did not hinder 
them from keeping at hand to proted the ftates of the Em* 
pire, that might have been expofed to new vexations.

to give no ailiftance diredUy nor. indiredly to the 
enemies of his Majefty and his allies : never to 
give his vote in the general or particular aflembli^ 
of the Empire, againft his Majefty *s intereft^ but 
to employ his intercft, jointly with France, to 
quiet the troubles of the Empire •, . and to engage 
his troops, then in. the Hanoverian army, to fervc 
France : on condition that they ihould not aft in 
the prefent war» againft his firitannic Majefty: 
chat his dominions fhould be immediately re« 
ftored in the condition they were in, when fub- 
dued by the French forces ; exempt from all fu- 
ture contributions of all kinds ; guaranteed, an4 
efiedually defended againft any attack made upon 
them in refentment of this convention ; and ex* 
cufed from furniftiing his contingent in the army

This obliged the IVuflian cavalry to feek for ity 

at a great diftance ; which not only fatigq^ buo 

expofed them to furprize from detachments out 

of the mountains.

A lofs that 
was not to be retrieved by the Pniffians in, their 
fituation, and without, which it was bot;h danger- 
ous and in vain for them, to perfift in the.fiege. 

His Pruffian Majefty deprived of rhc- means to 
conting^ the fiege, was now to retreat with fuch 
prepay tion, as might pref^rve hisi ^rmy from the * . 
^accidents, which cqmmonly befall an enemy re- 
tiring wi^h a powerful enemy at his back. Daun 
was prepared to feize every opportunity of advan.- 
Uge. But that general's vigilance ^d penetration 
v^ere fruftrated : the King maintained the fiege 
with more vigour than before the lofs of the con- 
voy till t;be i ft, day of July: when be. fuddenly 
decamped iri the night; and inftead of marching 
into Silefia, to proted that country from theinfult 
of the triumphant enemy, ready tp follow him 
with advantage, he . took the roqt of Bohemia^ 
whofe frontiers had been left unguarded by his ad* 
yerfary:.and by this mvafion he tranrfe^red the 
feat of war from his own into his enemy's domiT 
nions. 

How this anfwered the end appears by the ad- Favotir- 
vantage^ his Pruffian Majefty's arms gained in the ^Iq^^^-^' 
execution of this plan. . A large body of Au- ^» "treat, 
ftrians, under General Laci, which were pofted 
at Gibau, attacked a party of g^nadters, who 
occupied the village of Krenau, and made an* ap- 
pearance of their intention to difpute th^; pafs: 
but they were foon diflodged : and there was an 

attempt 
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A. D. attempt to fcize the provifions and artillery in thek 
^'^^^* pafl&ge over the hills of Hollitz. Tht cnemjr^ 
cannonaded General Rutzow and his plrtjr, that 
conduced theoi. But M. Keith coming up in ^ 
due time, attacked the Auftrians in the rear, ob- 
liged them to fly with precipitation, and took fix 
officers and 300 men prifoners, 
Koningf- The King proceeded through Leutomyflcl to 
fiS^ndS^' ^^^ important poll: of Koningfgratz. General 
Bticcow had got there before him, with 7000 men 
well entrenched bc;hind the Elbe all round the 
city 5 and bad broken down the bridges over that 
river. His Majefty determined *to attack the 
Auftrian trenches, ordered the bridges to be re- 
paired with all expedition : which ftruck fuch a 
panic into the enemy that Buccow retired, and 
left the King to take pofTeffion of Koningfgratz 
without oppofition. After which he had no more 
to do for his fafety in this (ituatibn, than to dif* 
pcrfc a body of Auftrians, which had taken pod 
between Koningfgratz and Hollitz to intercept his 
artillery, &c. and that being effcftcd, his whole 
army cnqamped near Koningfgratz. So that not- 
withftanding the mifcarriage before Olmutz, his 
Pruffian Majcfty found himfelf in a condition to 
ftem the force of the Auftrian army, and to lay 
Bohemia under heavy contributions, while his 
brother, Prince Henry, kept the army 'of the 
Empire irt play, and from executing their defign \ 
upon Drdden.

They marched frot^chence to Dulmen, where the Frenciu 
head quarters were fixed, on the 27th in the moro^ 
ing. While a detachment, confiding of feverai ■ 
battalions and fquadrons, together with Scheicer's 
light troops, and Lukner's huflars, aflembled on 
the 26th at Dorften and in its neighbourhood* 
under the command of Major General Wagen* 
heim, who was charged with the difpofitions to b^ 
made for the paflagp of the river, and with orders 
to advance himfelf to the gates of Dufleldorp> 
and to caufe the corps under the command of 
Cotoael Ssheiter to pafs the Rhine at Duyfburg* 
"Which paflage was executed in the night between 
the 29tb and 30th, with fuch fuccefs, that Scheiter 
haying attacked, with bayonets fixed, the three 
battalions of French that oppofed hin^ defeated 
them ; and took five pieces of cannon, out of 
eight which they had. He had but two men 
wounded in the pafiage, and not one either killed 
or wounded during the a£tion. 

The army marched before fun-rife on the 2otk 
from Dulmen towards Dorften, and encamped at 
Limbeke ; from whence, the next day>. Lieute- 
nant General Wutgen^u was, detached towards 
Wefel, with a body of infantry and cavalry. The 
goth he encamped at Raefyeld, and the 31ft at 
Rii^enbourg. The. Prince left the. army during 
its m^rch from Dfuknen toLimbeke, and went to 

fioecktbolt^ 
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-A. D. * Bocckthdlt, where he found the advance guards 
*^5^* of the body affemblcd at Coefveld, That ad- 
vanced guard marched on the 30th to Emmerick ; 
and was followed by the reft of the corps, which 
Croflcs the was cmploycd at Vraflck. About five o'clock in 
***"*• the afternoon of the 31ft, the whole was in mo- 
tion to crofs the Rhine; the advanced guard went 
on as far as Lobit. The Prince's defign was to 
pafs the river in the night ; but an unforefeen ac- 
cident broke all the meafures, which had been taken 
for that purpofe ; and His Serene Highnefs was 
obliged to march the troops back again in the 
night to Ncddlerelte. The ift of June wa^ em- 
ployed in removing the obftacles that had occur- 
red; and, in the following^ night, the paifage was 
a^in attempted, and executed with all poilibic 
fuccefs, near Herven. 

The huflars, with a detachment of grenadiers, 
pafied, on the 2d of June, at two o'clock in the 
morning, in flat bottomed boats, which went and 
returned with fo much diligence, that, befides the 
huflars, a regiment of dragoons, and ten or twelve 
battalions, were, before noon, on the other fide 
of the riven During all this time, workmen 
were cniployed about the bridge, which however 
wa^ not completed till four next morning. The 
Marches remainder of the cavalry and infantry pafled im- 
ciwes' "mediately, and marched towards Cleves. 

The hufllars, fupponed by the volunteers, fur- 
prized at firft fome patroles, which were made pri» 
' fi>ners of war, and ftiil continuing to advance, 
defeated the cavalry that fliewed themfelves, and 

took 
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took a pair of kettle drums and a ftandard from A. D. 
the regiment of Bellefond. This country h en- "^5^* 
tirely divided by dykes, fo that it is as eafy to dif- 
pute the ground, as it is difEcult to advance. The 
enemy, fenlible of this advantage, advanced with 
feven or 800 foot to flop the head of our van- 
guard, and fired fome pieces of cannon upon 
them, which however hurt nobody. But a de- 
tachment of 20 men, having found means to (lip 
along a dyke, and get pofiefSon of a houfe, which 
the French had, in part, pafled, fired upon them ; 
which had fuch an effeft, that they retired imme- 
diately. The huflars with the like fuccefs pene- 
trated and cleared the road quite up to Cleves ; 
with no other damage, than five rank and file and 
two officers wounded. What confounded the ene- 
my moft was the lofs of Keiierworth, (with the 
greateft part of the garrifdn killed or taken) which 
they had engaged with the £le£bor of Cologn, to 
defend againft any force. 

The retreat of the French, on this occafion, PurfuMth^ 
was again fo precipitate, that in order to efcape ^"^^^* 
the huflars, they fkulked for many miles in the in- 
doled grounds, and made a way over hedges and 
ditches to efcape their purfuers. But Prince George 
. of Holftein Gottorp, with a large body of cavalry 
and dtagoons, came up with them near the caftlef 
of Muyland, and made a confiderable booty and 
a good number of prifoners ; and iat Goch he 
{bized a magazine, and 100 prifoners more. 

Yet there was no probability of forcing the ftrong'Cndea. 
camp and cntrenchnKnts of the Prince of Cler-^r^on «

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A. D. mont at Rhine^l4t» with an army fo inferiar in 
^^5^* niimbers. But what could not be done by ftrcngtH 
was to be^ fuppljed by the gencraifhip of His 
Serene Highnefs; who^ by his well-judged tfiOr 
tions, which he ordered his army to make on the 
12th of June, turned the left wing of the French 
army towards the convent of Campe, and ob* 
liged their commander to quit his boafled camp 
of Rhinefeldt, or Rhineberg, and to retire to** 
wards Meurs, in the night between the 12th and 
Hbw ^ 13th. This point gained, by Prince Ferdinand^ 
his Highnefs gave a new pofition to his own army, 
and occupied the heights of St. Anthony's moun- 
tains on the 14th. On the 15th, about five 
o'clock in the morning, His Serene Highnefs w;as 
informed, that the enemy was advancing in four 
columns upon his right. His Highnefs imme- 
diately ordered three guns to be fired as a fignal, 
and the whole army was under arms, in order of 
battle, a quarter 6f an hour after. He went 
afterwards himielf to reconnoitre, and faw di- ^ 
ftindly, , that, at about two leagues diftance from 
his right flank, a confiderable body was comipg 
over the plain of Hulfte, and marching towards 
Crevelt. Nqt knowing whether this body was; 
followed by the. whole army, oyr. whether.it. was 
only a detachment of it that was marching, thaC- 
way. His Serene^ Highnefs halted till tow^atrf^. the 
evening, when he received certain information^ 
that the French army had marched towards Nuys, 
-and that the Prjncc de Clermont^ had only .detached

Upon this information his Highnefs fent his 
light troops and huflars to Kempen and Wachten^ 
donck, and ordered the army into their camp again* 

On the 1 6th he changed the pofition of the 
army. 

On the 17th his Highnefs went hjmfelf to re- 
connoitre, towards Kempen, the pofition of the 
enemy's detachment at Crevelt, but could not 
guefs at their reafon for fixing this detachment at 
fuch a diftance from their army. In order, there- 
fore, to be better informed of it, and to lee the 
countenance this corps could hold, he ordered the 
Prince of Holftcin, with ten Pruflian fquadrons, 
the five fquadrons of hufiars, and the three bat- 
taKons of Sporcken guards, and Prince Charles, 
to march early in the morning of the i8th to- 
wards Kempen, whilft the Prince of Holftein 
fhould advance with his corps towards Hulfte : 
whereby it would clearly appear, whether M. de 
St. Germain would retreat towards the army, or 
whether the army of Prince de Clermont would 
advance towards Crevelti in order to encamp 
there. Agreeable to this plan, his Highnefs the 
hereditary Prince of Brunfwick fet forward on the 
19th from the camp, with 12 battalions. He 
marched direftly towards Kempen, from whence 
he could perceive no alteration in the pofition of 
Count de St. Germain. 

At fix o'clock in the morning, his Serene High- 
nefs Priace Ferdinand in pcrlbn followed the he-s

Soon 

after he was pofitlvely informed, that th« whole 

of the French army had quitted Nuy s, and were 

advanced oii this fide Crevelt ; on wtiich» having 

taken his meafures, and formed a plan, ^ the cafo 

required. Major General Wangenheim was order? 

ed to advance early (h^ next day, with his corps 

towards Hulfte, and Lieutenant General Sporcken 

was directed to march after midnight, with the 

army, and to advance likewil^ to the plain between 

Hulfte and Kempen. (Xn the 20th of June all 

the troops his Serei\e Highnefs cOuId difpofit of, 

were, by this means, reunited in this cair^, the 

right of which extended towards Kempen, and 

the left towards Hulfte. The head quarters were 

fixed at Kempen, and, in order to prevent any 

ufelefs movements, his Highnefe ofd^ed the 

quarter matter general not to regard the rank of 

the different corps, nor the order of battle, but 

to place the regimmts, as a great par-c of them 

were aftually pofted. 

On the 21 ft was obferved a great movement in 
the advanced corps of Count St. Gernuun, and 
a1>out ten in the morning, after decamping, chej 
filed off to theif left, and marched towanls An^ 
rath, where they joined their grand army. 

Ift making this motion they abandoned the town

At four in the morning, the army began to 
move, the right advanced in two columns as far 
as St. Anthony, and the left the fame diftance, on 
the plain leading to Crevclt, half a league ftiort of 
it, where they halted to receive frelh orders. His 
Highnefs Prmce Ferdinand went up the fteeple of 
St. Anthony, and fent for the two Princes of Hol- 
ftein and Brunfwick. There they obferved at lei- ^ 
fure the portion of the enemy's camp, where all 
was very quiet. He alfo fent for fcveral perfons 
' thither, who were acquainted with the country, 
to learn from them by what routs we could ad- 
vance by, towards the enemy ; and being informed 
of many other points, abfolutely neceflary to be 
known, his Highnefs refolved to march to the right, 
and endeivour to conie up with the enemy by the* 
villages of Vorft and Anrath, on the flank of their 
left wing.

Several The fliips at St.. Brifac being burnt, and the 

^pofcd. point of St. Dinar, and the whole weftern cpaft of 
the Ranee, oppofite St. Maloes, being reconnoitred, 
and found without any cannon for its defence, a 
council of war was aflembled to confider of the 
pradticability of the attack. In which it was ob- 
ferved, that as the body of troops now landed 
was greatly diminilhed, from what they were in 
the late expedition, it was impoflible to inveft the 
town on both fides of the Ranee ' ". they could 
only inveft it now on the weft fide, by placing 
(hips at St. Dinar, which the pilots, who were ac- 
quainted with the coaft, thought very pra^SHcable.. 
Three methods were then propofed of moving 
from thence to the oppofite fide to Parame and 
St. Servant. The firli, which, the pilots imagined 
would be praAicable alfo, was moving, the flat-, 
bottomed boats in the night (a caution requifite 
on the coaft of a fortified ifland) along the flK>i:e 
of St. Dinar, up the river, oppofite to Tour a 
Chaus, a little above St. Servant, and there tor 
carry the troops over. But there was a French

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man of war, with fome other vcflcis, near Dinar- ^- ^- 
jpoint, which would employ one night to ddftroy 
them, before this method could be put in execu- 
tion. Thisicircumftance would occafion delays; 
and other great difficulties being ftartcd,' indepen- 
dent of thi?, the firft method wafs rejefted. The 
6ther two riiethods were, either going round by 
Dinant, about eighteen miles from the fhore, and 
landing the artillery, &c. near Parame j on em- 
barking all the troops at St. Lunaire, and land- 
ing them again near Param6, together with the 
artillery.

The weather (iiade this mcature alfo imprafticable.

The enemy, 
now appeared in fmall parties, and harraflfed our 
men by firing out of the woods -, by whick wc 
loft ten men, and had two officers wounded. 
Our army encamped on the 7th in the evening, 
about half a mile from the village of St. Brifac, 
intending to ford the river Equernon % near that 

... .n, place, in the morning. The enemy's fmall parr 
tics kept our camp under arms all night, by their 
frequent alarms ; but did them no damage. The 
peafants aid fome regulars took'poft at St. GuUdo, 
on the other fide of the river, as if they had re- 
folvcd to ^ifpute the paffege with our army. How- 
ever, on the 8th the whole army forded the river, 
each pcrfon, without diftindlion, wading up to 
bis middle, and got over, in the midft of a brilk 
firci with the lofs of ten men and one officer 
killed, and two officers wounded : fome of the fol- 
diers loft their firelocks in the water, and weri? 
almoft drowned, being hauled out with tent poles. 
The general fent a Friar to acquaint the command: 
ing officer, that if they did not defift he would

try that had not been reconnoitred, eipecially as 
he could get no certwi information of the Itrength 
or fituation of the enemy's troops, the general 
etKamped that night a little way weftward from 
the river in his rear ; and without any moleftation 
from the enemy. But next day the advanced 
guards, of three hundred grenadiers, under Co- Skirmifliesp 
Ibnel Clarke, on their march, were met about 
eleven o'clock, by five companies of French re- 
gulars, dragoons and infantry, who kept at the' 
diftance of about 150 yarck, moving off gra- 
dually, as our men advanced, without any Bring 
on either fide ". They drew up in the inclofures 
round the town of Matignon : but upon Colonel 
CIarke'3 forming his grenadiers, and detaching 
ibme parties to flank them, they immediately 
retired. 

The arniy came up to Matignon about one Arrir^s at 
o'clock, without feeing any thing, but fmall par- ^^^* 
ties, that endeavoured to harrafs our flanks : one 
of which advancing too far, made fignal to fur- 
render ; but that not being readily perceived, one 
of our flanking parties fired, and killed the of- 
ficer and feme of the men.

Retreat The gcncnd officers, for thefe reafons* wcm 
upon. of opinion that it was. pfopv to inarch next day, 
and tQ cinbark the trqops without lofs of times 
except Lieutenant-Coipiiel Gierke, the quarter-* 
mafter-gcrieral, who advifed the di^embarkatioi^ 
of the reft of the light hqrfe and field pieces, an^ 
advahcirig to attack the eneipy without delay : hown 
^ver the majority prevailed. Orders were accord-* 
ingly iffued for the whole army to continue all 
night under arms : and the general fent his aid de 
camp immediately away to Lord Howe, to inform 
him of his intchtioh fo march the next morningj^ 
and to embark the troops, as foon as the naval 
preparations could be made for that purpofe. 

This night a party of the enemy alarmed the 
piquets : but after receiving the fire of one of the 
advanced pofts, khejf fir?d a few (hot and retired. 
It was refolded to miarch by break of day. But at 
one o'clock the enemy beat to arms, andfbme de- 
fcrters came over, whoinformed us that the French 
were contriving to get between our army and the 
fliips, and fo to cut off our retreat. An informa- 
tion greatly fufpedcdi to be contrived by the 
enemy, to frighten us^ away, rather than with a 
view to fave us from b^ing Cut off Be that as it 
will } this haftened our retreat, which, with an

The eiQbarkation continued very quiet, till the 
Frmch had formed themfelves out, by degrees, 
thro' the inclofures : and when they faw themfelves, 
both as to fituation and numbers, capable of attack- 
ing our remains on the fhore, with fuccefs, they^ 
brought their field pieces to bear, and a (hocking 
carnage enfued of our men -, not only on the (hore, 
but in the boats, tfao' Lord Howe did all in his 
power to cover them by a fliarp fire from his fri- 
gates and bombs i there being none of our artillery 
on (hore. 

The account of this affair is a very tender 
point : and as it has been related with feveral 
marks of prejudice, we will colle£b the fadts from 
dithe narratives of this expedidon, and lay them 

impartially before the reader. Firft let us hear

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** enemy; though they had formerly a bad kind A* D^. 
•* of a parapet made to pre vent our landing in '^4S 
\ .** that bay, which was. but imperfeftly deftroyed. 

" Whilft our troops were covered by this fand 
bank,, the frigates fired with great facility, over - 
them, upon the enemy. So that had the artil* 
lery h!een brought afhore, in ail probability it. 
•* would have been loft, and could have been of 
^ no fcrvice, but by obftruding a much greater 
<* fire. 

*^ Some of our companies of grenadiers moved 
^* upto the top of this bank, and fired upon fome 
*• of the enemy, who were coming down and 
^* forming from the heights, which killed a great 
^' many of them, , and threw them into confufipn : 
<^ but frefh troops of the enemy advancing, they 
•' retired to the Ihore. 

The rear-guard, the three companies of the 
firft regiment included, confifted of about 
^' 1400 men, of whom were milling abqut 700^ 
^^ and of thofe between four and 500 were prilbn*- 
^^ ers. The number of killed and wounded 
«' amongft the enemy, according to their own 
** moft moderate accounts, was more than double 
** that number." 

Such is the relation of this tranfaAion, under 
the fuppofed dire£tioa of the General in chief. 
Let us now colled what was publifhcd under his By others, 
name and Commodore Howe's, and by other 
parties concerned in this enterprize. An officer 
of the marines informs the public. That his fhip 
joined Lord Howe on the 3d of September, four 
3 leagues 
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A. D- leagues W. of St. Malocs; and that next morn- 
^^ ing the troops being embarked in the fiat bottomed 
boats, ftood in for Alborough bay, s(bottt two 
teago^ to the W. of St. Maloes, where they 
landed without oppofition, under the cover of the 
lRx>(t frigate and the Swallow floop ; except a few 
guns, which were fired ^om a battery on an ifland, 
on one fide of the bay, whofefhot dropt without 
doing any damage. There werfe orders given 
next morning for two frigates and a bomb to attack 
a battery on a peninfula, which fome of our 
troops endeavoured to force by land ; but that 
iervice was countermanded, becaufe the Commo- 
dore thought it impradticable without hazarding^ 
the lofs of the fliips : yet this very battery was; 
taken i>y a party of marines on the 9th, without 
any lofs. 

General BUgh, in his letter of the 13 th to the 
fccrctary of fl:ate, refers to a former wherein he 
had mentioned the neccffity of the fleet's quitting 
the bay of St. Lunaire, and its proceeding to St. 
Cas ; for fear, he fays, of being drove on fliore 
againfi: the rocks, the wind blowing hard upon 
the fhore : that his army marched on the 9th to 
St. Guildo, on the lOth to Matignon, to meet 
the flceti which lay out beyond St. Cas Bay, to 
get provifions : that in the evening he did receive 
• intelfigence, that there were twelve battalions of 
foot and two (quadrons of horfe at Lambale, on 
march to attack him, which came from Breft: 
tW with the unanimous advice of the general 
officers he decaitiped, • having fcnt to the Commo- 
dore 
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dore to be prepared to recdve his troops, mwjicd A. p. 
on the I ith at 4 o'clock in the morning 5 and that ^^^-^ 
the troops marched into the boats as fall as they 
arrived ^; the flat bottomed boats being ready to 
receive them* He adds, that ithe enemy did nojt 
appear on the heights above, till about an houf 
after his troops began to embark : that they foo^ 
after began to fire with their cannon^ but did noc 
attempt marchinjg down, till almoft all the troops 
were embarked, except the grenadiers, which 
made the rear-gu^rd of the whole, who marched 
up to oppofe their advancing, and behaved with 
great bravery and rcfolution ; till, overpowered 
by numbers, they were, at laft, obliged to give 
way, and retired to tbie water fide : till the boau 
could come in to take them, where they fuflfered 
much by the enemy's fire. . 

^Lord Howe's relation, of this critical time of 
embarkation, fent to the Hight Honourable Wit- 
MAM Pitt, fays. That the former corps wer^ 
taken off without any cm/tdirabU interruption froi9 
the enemy : but in their attack upon the rear- 
guard feveral of his officers and men were xpad^ 
prifoners, and fomc* were wounded and killed ,*.

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A* D. Other accounts arc more particular : fix frigates 
^^^ ' four bomte, and two flbops ftodd into St. Cas 
Bay, to cover the rc-imbarkation of the troops, 
who were formed near a windmill, on a hill about 
three quarters of a mile from the beach. At nine 
in the morning the army began to march down to 
the boats, which lay ready to embark them. By 
eleven, two thirds of the army, the wounded 
men, the light horle, a great many more, and 
Attacked the artillery were on board, vfhen a body of the 
^^^^ *'^^" enemy's horfe firft appeared on the top of the 
hill, and a little afterwards, a much larger num- 
ber of infantry occupied the ground round the 
windmill. When the enemy moved to dcfcend, the 
Fire from bomb kctchcs played upon them with great fuc- 
^^>p- ^gfs; particularly the Granada threw a thirteen 
inch Ibell fo right as to oblige the horfemen to 
difmount, their horfes becoming ungovernable; 
and the mortars being charged with pound fhots, 
did great execution amohgft the infantry alfo, and 
wherever they fell. But at half paft eleven they 
opened a battery of fix pieces of cannon, near 
the windmill, from which they kept a clofe fire 
on our troops while embarking, till they were 
obliged, by die number of fiiells thrown from the

But the con- 
tinual (bower of ballsrfrom our fliips and ketches, 
foon found phem out, diflodged them, and forced 
them back to their firft poft : where at twelve 
o'clock they opened a battery of cohorns behind a 
hedge, on th^ right of the mill; which was but 
of a fmall duration : for it was fo fcvercly handled 
by a. continual fire from the (hips, that it was 
filenc^d,. after they had thrown no niore than two 
ihells, which, did (bme damage among our troops. 
They again filed ofi^ to the left, and got pdflTeffion 
of the village of St. Cas, half way down the hill. 
This obliged General Drury, who had with him 
the grenadiers of the whole army, to the amount 
of 1 100,: and four compahies of guard's, to draw 
them up On the beach to cover the battalions while 
embarking : . and the enemy, to be jefsf cxpofed to 
the fire, from the ftips, left the viliag^^ which was 
fet on fire by, a ca^cc^fs, and got poflefljon of a 
hollow way, which entirely covered them. They 
went down on both fides and in &®t)t; but were 
peppered i^ clpfely not only with ihells, but with 
fmall (hot, of one pound weight, (of which the 
Granada only expended about ' 3000, fired at the 
rate of two or 300 at a time, out of large mortars, 
that they made a great Slaughter, and intimidated 
Ae French foldiers fo, that their officers were ob- 
liged to drive them down before them, like (heep 
to flaughter. For fome hundreds of them were 
killed in their ^fcent to this hollow. ,w;ay, by the 

' ^ . fliipping. 
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A. D. {hipping, before the armies engaged. It was now« 
•75^* that General Drury, formed his grenadiers in two 
dua^of" divifions, and marched to attack' the enemy, as 
^^ they defcended. But, by a miftake, this brave 
refolution turned to their deftruftion. For, the 
pcafants had thrown up a fort of dyke to keep 
out the fea from overflowing the country ; which 
reached from one fide of the beach to the other, ^ 

the whole extent of the bay, and fcrvcd as an ex- 
cellent breaft-work to cover our men from the 
enemy : but inftead of n^aktng this ufe of it, the 
marching of General Drury^s divifion over this 
dyke, whd advanced to make the attack, within 
piftol (hot, it was rendered ufelefs to our men, and 
became of great advantage to the French. He 1 

certainly (hould have flood his ground and waited 
the enehny's approach behind the dyke : but he^ 
quitted his breaftwork, to attack the enemyf 
drawn up in form of battle, with a greatfupe- 
riority on the other fide. The three front compa- 
nies of grenadiers gave the firft fire, killed every 
Frenchman as he advanced, (the beach being 
covered with their dead and wounded) and would \ 

probably have driven them back,having madethem 
give way twice^ h^d not the continual (ucc^/urn 
l)rought them back to the charge: and ourr three 
companies having expended all their amnltimtron^ 
General Drury was at lift obliged to ^fi Way iri 
his turn. Now'he perceived his error : for, in* this 
time of need, the fecond divifion could ndt girt 
over the dyke rinfic enough to foccour the &f ft4 
which was entirely brcike :- and but a Srtr gcA htUki 

• ^ with 
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\vkh great difficulty. This put the enemy in pof- A. D. 
lirflion of the dyke, froni whence they fired with ^'^^ * 
a continuance upon our grenadiers. There was 
now no alternative. They could not form again, 
for want of room; being clofe to the water. 
They muft efcape by .the boats or be killed. ♦The 
general in this dilemma ordered the whole to Run to 
wheel immediately to the right, and to make, to'^**''^***^ 
the boats as fall as poffible ; fome got on board : 
but a battery, which the French had crefted on 
the middle of the hill, played fo furioufly, that 
numbers of the boats were beat to pieces. In 
fome pif the flat-bottomed boats, ten, twelve, and 
in one fixtecn fcamen and a lieutenant, out of 
twenty, employed to row them, were killed : 
which fo intimidated ,the boatmen, that they were 
afraid to go to the fhore 5 till the Commodore, Caiiant 
fufpefting the caufe of their backwardnefs, went ^^Lor'd ' 
himfelf \ and flood upright in his boat, amidft all Howe* 
the fire of the enemy. Such an example animated 
the whole fleet : from that time no one fkulked, 
and many lives were faved, that mufl: otherwifc 
have been loft. No men in the world could bc-

Od tlte itdr, tiie enemy, w^o during the night had made 
theif difpofitions fbr a retreat, began aj day- break to fall back 
to St. Ca.s. M. de Bfoc followed clofe at their heels, and fent 
adviee of it to M. dc BalleiV)/, who marched diredily . to fup- 
port him. The Duke d^Aguilion rode up at full gallop with 
MarheufF's dragoons, and joined M. defiroc^s detachment, the 
van of which bad got the eminences of St. Cas. He immedi- * 
9teiy ordered the dragoons to dismount, the ground being unfit 
for their fervice on horfeback. It was now about nine in the . 
morning. The enemy's fleet was drawn up in a line, and 
the boats had begun to embark the troops, which were drawn 
up in a line of battle upon the ihore^^ in the bottom of the 
Bay of St. Cas, behind the Downs, and trenches which they 
had made to cover their embarkation. Our troops arrived 
with incredible fpeed, and placed themfelves upon the emi- 
nences of St. Cas.

The column of the left fell down upon them iiril, about half, 
paft 1 1 o'clock, with great fpeed, and was foon followed by 
thofe of the centre and right. The troops marched up to

The Marquisy when he arrived at his camp before Carillon^ 
had only 2,800 French, with 450 of the colony troops. 

On the 7th, in the morning, the whole army was employed 
in thiowing up entrenchments, and. making barricades of 
fiumps of trees before them. The fame day, in the evenings 
to oar great joy, there arrived 400 chofen men, under the 
command of the chevalier de Levi. The Marquis commit- 
ted the defence of the right wing to the Chevalier, that of the 
left to M. de Boorlamaque, and refcrved to himfelf the com* 
mand of the center, that he might be die betcer able to ffvp 
his orders. The army lay all night upon their arms. 

On the 8ch, at break of day, the generale was beiut, that 
the troops might know their polb. After this motion, the 
army returned to work upon the entrenchments. About ten 
in the morning the enemy^s light troops appeared on the odier 
fide of the river, and made a great fire, but at fuch a diftance 
that we continued our work without returning it. About half 
an hour after twelve their army came down upon us, and all 
our troops were inftantly at their pofis with their arms. Our 
Uk was firft attacked by two cblumn? ; the center was at the 
fame time attacked by a third column, and a fourth attacked 
our right. As the colony troops and the Canadians were not at- 
tacked, they came out of their trenches, and took the column 
in flank that attacked our right, falling upon them with grea^ 
^ courage and fury. About five o'clock the column which at- 
tacked the center, and that which attacked the right, fell 
upon the faliant angle of the trenches, where our danger b6 - 
-came very great ; but it was timely afllfted, and the enemy 
: ^net wkh a refinance that damped their ardour. 
' ' About fix o'clock, the two columns of the right abandoned 
tMir attack, and came t6 make another attempt towards the 
faiiant angle and the center, and afterwards on the left, but

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this retreat, to employ part of the troops imrf^ A. D* 
diatdy againft Cadaraque or Fort Frontcnac; and ^^* " 
was allowed to carry that expedition into execution 
with a^ detachment of 3103 men, confifting of 
254 regulars, 2491 provincials, 27 of the royal 
regiment of artillery, 61 rangers, 306 bacteau« 
tnen^ and 70 Indians. The fituation of this fort 
on the north of the river St, Laurence, jufl- where 
k takes its origin from Lake Ontario, was very 
advantageous and of great importance to our ene- 
mies. It, commanded the mouth of the river <rf 
St. Laurence, in a great meafure, and it was em-> 
ployed as a magazine to fupply the forts to the 
fouthward. For this reafon the government in 
Old France had flocked this fort with 60 pieces 
of cannon, and fixteen fmall mortars : but the 

they were every where repulfcd. . Between fix and fevAi their 
army made their retreat, favoured by the fire of their light 
troops, which lafted till night.- The darknefs of the nigh C» 
the fatigue of our troops, and the fmallnefs of our number, 
the ftrength of the enemy, who were dill greatly fupeeior to 
us, and the nature Qf the ground, would not permit os to pur- 
)ue them. We expeded them to ireturn to the attack next day^ 
but they had abandoned the Falls and the Carrying Place;, and 
the Chevalier de Levi, who was fent out to reconnoitre* faw ^ 
nobody. 

We ^reckon the lo{« of theeoemy, according to the report of 
the prifoners, to be about 4000 killed and wounded, among 
whom are feveral oficen of difiindUon* Lord Howe mfi 
Major General Spittall^ are among the ilain. Five hundred 
Indians, who were in the £ngliih am^, remained behind the 
whole time, and would not engage in the adion. On our dSe 
there were 1 2 officers, and 92 foldiers, killed in the 6eld of 
battle; and 25 Qfiiceri> with a48fpldi^s, wounded..

the lake. Colonel Bradftrept brought two of the 
(hips to Orwego, one richly laden : but tie burat 
and deftroyed the others, tc^eiher with all thefort, 
artillery, (lores, &c. agreeable to his inftriidiohs.

He^ 
with a becommg jealoufy of his own ftrength, 
fhouM he expofe it to the lurking invifible eneniy, 
fecretsd in thick woods, or pofted at narrow. de« 
files, extended his fcoudng parties^ who beat the 
bufhes and ferreted the favage enemy ; and helbrm* 
ed new roads, and fortified his camps : without 
which precautions he mult have fufiered greatly 
or rather have b^en forced to return with; dtfgrace» 
by the frequent fleirmifhes and ambufcadcs of the 
enemy's Indian alKes, who attempted to cut them 
oflF, and did harrafs them under this mod judicious 
difpofitioo and cautious march of our army, thro?

In this manner Brigadier Forbes arrived at 
Ray's town, 90 miles eaft of Fort du Que&e \ 
where he halted with the main body of the army, 
md detached ^000 men, under Colonel Fcmcpci^

and to reconnoitre the fort and Oueworics <>f Fore 
du. Quefoe. Fouquet obeyed his orders : fecured

As loon as the enemy faw this party within dicif fctcflwi^i^ 
power, being informed by their fcouts, that itJP"«.J^ 
advanced withdut any fupport, and that their 
fieareft retreat was to Lyal-Henning, a trad oi 
40 miles back ', a body of troops fufficietit to fur*- 
round them marched out to give them battle, or 
to cut off their retreat. The Englifli ftood their 
ground with a firmnefs and bravery worthy of their 
country. They received the fir^ of the enemy, 
and with bayonets fixed, clofed and did great exe« 
cution. But after three hours fevere action i^inft 
gicat odds, and the ' number of the enemy en^ 
cteafing, by reinforcements from the garrifon, 
having loft their commander. Major Grant, who 
was carried prifoner to Fort du Quefnc, and about 
300 men, including nineteen officers, HUed or 
taken^ thcfc brave fellows were thrown into dif^ 
order, and obliged to fly back to Lyal*Henning«

and, as foon as opportunity fcrved, M, Lally Jo Pondi- 
fneaked away with his Mattered rernains to Pon- , 
.dicherry, where he met M. Soupirc, whom he 
had detached with^the jtroops left at Davecotah. 

The Tanjore country beipg thus delivered from 
the French, and Captain (now Major) Caillaud at 
liberty to repair to his order at Madras ", marched 
^from Trichinopoly with two hundred and fifty 
men, and embarked on board the fq^uadron at . 
Negapatam. They landed at Madras on the 25th 
of September^ and the admiral being obliged, by 
the approach of the feafon, to repair to Bombay, 
he left a captain and lieutenant, with 103 ma* 
. rines, to reinforce the garrifon. Many other 
. meafurcs were taken for the fecurity of Madras. 
Several bodies of auxiliaries were foUicited from 
Ifouf Cawn, Morarow, the King of Tanjore, 
Tqndeman and the other Polygars in that part 
of the country. But the French did not make 
. any vifible difpofitions fpr the attack of this fet- 
.tlemcnt, till very late in the year; employing 
their arms iiji the redudion of Arcot, Tripaflbrc, 
Conjeveram, and in preparations againfl: the im- 
portant poll "* of Chengalaput ; but their defigns

ficient to refift a fudden aflault, or a coup de 
main : and it was not confident with the French 
intereft to bring up their whole army ahd heavy 
artillery before fuch a place, which might be at- 
tended with an expence and lofs of time deftruc- 
rive of their grand objeft. Thus flood affairs be- 
tween the Englifli and die French in the Eaft In- 
dies, in the beginning of December, when M.

Velt, and the reduftion of Duflcldorp, to transfer Ferdinand. 
the feat of war inta the enemy*s country. But 
this could not be cffeded without fome means 
Could be found to draw Prince de Soubize*s army 
out of Germany, or to leave a fufficient ftrength 
to cover Heflc and Hanover from his enterprizes ; 
who had already wheeled off towards the Lahd- 
gravatc. However we (hall fee prefently, that Sou- 
bize was too powerful for the Heffian forces, and 
that the French, though greatly embarrafled by 
our littoral war, which obliged them to a6l with 
more caution and lefs expedition in Germany, 
wdre not driven to the neceflity aftually to re-. 
call their troops from thence; for it is certain, ^^'* "^"^ 
that both Soubize and Contades had provifional 
orders, to hold themfelves in readinefs to return 
into France upon the firft notice. So far the allies 
jO'ere affiftcd, and our common intereft with Ger- 
many was promoted by the expeditions againft 
Cherbourg and St. Maloes. 

This defign could not efcape the French : and Meafurc« 
they could nbt pulK their a[rms, or, at leaft, make thcFrench. 
^ powerful ftand and effort towards Hcfle and Ha- 
ftOvcr ; they muft have felt feverely the fatal con- 
feJjU^rices of Prince Ferdinand's pafling the Rhine, 
and co-operating with our arms ' on the coaft of 
France. ' Thcj^efoVc, their' principaf effort was to

In Heffc. Prince Souhiz£ executed hi$ orders with the ut- 
moft expedition : and though his vanguard hap- 
pened to be repulfed by the Heffian militia % he 
^complifhed his purpofe by a detachment of 
J 2,000 regulars, under the comniand of the Duke 
-de Broglio, ,]\t himfelf bringing up the van with 
J 8,000 more, to attack the Heffiar^, whp every 
where fled before him, and >yere ejicamped in an 
advantageous fituatioq, between Caffel and Mjoden^ 
near the village Sangerhaufen, to the nvin^t}? r of 
7000 regulars and irregulars, under the coqipanci 
of I'rinfe de Yfembqrg ; which was the Vhole

By this viftory the French aflumed to them-

*"'^***^* in the morning, between four and five o'clock, 
the citizens were awakened and terrified by the 
iioife and fhrieks of the huflars and coflacks, in« 
tcrmixed with cannon ball. As the enemy's troops 
advanced and took their ilations, and brought 
their batteries to bdar, the Prulfians, the piquet 
guard, huflfars, dragoons, &p. were obliged to 
retire into the city, or wherever they could bcft 
provide for their own fafety. Having no other 
objeA to combate thari the town ; the Ruffians, in 
iefs than half an hour after the battalions had re- 

p& 6re. tired from the Anger, threw fuch a multitude of 
bombs and red hot fhot into the city, that it was 
on fire in feveral parts, and burnt with fuch fury 
at nine o'clock, that there was no extinguifhing 
the flames in the narrow' ftreets; and the clement 
appeared to. rain and hail fire : which drove t;he 
inhabitants to feek for proce&ionr and fafety in the

the inhabit Evcry body that could creep, got out of the .town 
as fad as pofiible ; and the crowd of naked, and 
in the ' highcft degree wretched people, was vaftly 
great, without diftinftion of perfons: fome few 
with'horfcs and carriages, others with fick and 
bcd*rid4^Q upon their backs, thought themfelycs 

happy^ 
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^appy, if they could efca'pe the (howers of ttombs,. A. D* 
cannon balls, and red hot bullets. *'^ * 

Not only the ' inhabitants, but many thoufand 
ftrangers,^ from the open country and defenCclefe 
towns in Prulfia, Pomerania, and the New Marcbe, 
that had fled here with their valuable efftfts, when 
the Ruffians entered the PrufSaw territories in 
hopes of a fafe retreat, were now made moft mi- 
ferable, and reduced from opulent fortunes, to 
beggary. On the roads, nothing was fcen but 
mifery : nothing heard, but cries and lamentations, 
enough to move ftones ; as nobody knew where 
to get a morfel of bread, nor what to do for fur-* 
ther fubfiftence. , The neighbouring towns and 
Villages were Ibon filled with the moft deplorable 
objdfts of diftrefs. Within, the great magazine, jj^^f^, j^^. 
the goverrtoKs houfe, the church, t\\t palace, the ^^^^^ 

, ftore and artillery houfes; in a word, the old and 
new town, the fuburbs and the great bridge over 
the Oder, as well as all the others, were reduced ta 
aflies: The inhabitants, many perifhed in the 
flames, knockied on the head under the ruins, or. 

. were fuffocated in the vaults and fubterrancous 
cavcrtis, where they, in their fright, fought for faftty* 
The public records or archives of the ftate were 
deftroyed, and' a prodigious quantity of corn and 
flttrfr was confumed in the conflagration. The 
fire was fo furious, that the cannon in the ftore 
and artillery houfes were all melted : and the load- 

. ed bombs •, the cartridges for cannon and muiket;, 
a large quantity of powder and other combufta- . 
bles went off, at once^ with A bonible exptofiod.

^ MarOial Dauo, having taken advantage of the Xing*8 ab-^ 
fenee, who was gone to light the Ruffians, to fall upon Saxony 
with all h]» forces^ in the month of July'laft, the army of 
the empire havix^g entered it on another iide, by Peterfwalde, 
Count Schmettauy governor of Drefc^n, thought that place 
in fach imminent danger^ thar he found himfelf indifjienfably 
oU^cd to tttke evety poffiblemeafure to guard againft a fur^ 
ptiae^aad to hinder the Auftrians from carrying the place 
by. a oottp de main. An enterprize of this nature would have 
been- the more eafy* as moft of the houfes of the fuburbs, 
from the gate of Pima to that of Wilfdruff, abrplately com- 
mand the \seiiy of the town» both by their prodigious height, 
being fix-or fev en ftories high, and by their proximity to the 
raanpartt From this confideration Count Schmettau taufed it 
to bo declared to the court, by M. de Bofe, chief cup-bearer, 
that' as ibon at th» enemy flioald make a (hew of attacking 
Drefden, he would jBnd himfelf under the difagreeable neceC- 
fity of burning the fuburb»; and that, for that end,, he had 
juA pot Qombttftibld inafterfr in the higheil houfes, and thofe 
nexcthe lampart^ that his orders for that purpofe might be 
fpeedily executed, whenever the reafons of war obliged him 
to iAue them, in his own defence.

M* de Borcke, after conferring 
with Count Schmettau^ ^fwered them* that it depended on 
the court and the city themfelves, to prevent the attacking, of 
Drefden s but that if the Auilrians ihould attack it, it would 
be impoBlLle to fpare tlie fuburbs, the houfes of which com-», 
manded the ramparts, the governor having exprefs orders to ^ 
' defend himfelf to the lafl extremity. The minifter, at the 
fame time* pointed out to them the imminent danger to which 
the city and the caftle, and even the royal family* .would! be 
exposed, if he (hould be foio^d to come to that extremity, as 
the fife of the fuburb could not fail, without a miracle, to 
reach the town and make terrible havock : He at the fame 
time conjured the deputies of the fiates, to ofe their utmoft 
endeavours to divert the ilorm* and not to con£dev the go* 
vernor*s declaration as a vain threat, for be ODiiild afibre d»9tB9 
upon his honour, that upon the firing of the firA cannon agaiiA 
the town, they would fee the fuburbs on fire.

- Aft thcfedsfpofitions being at laft completed, the Mar(lud*s 
plan was executed with all poflxble exaftnefe. The diffiereiit 
f ^eolumns and the artillery/ deftined for the attack* having tra* 

Terfed the woods by very difiicult roads, arrived about four iii 
^he morning, within gun fhot of the advanced pofts of tbfp 
^nemy, without being perceived. At five oMock all the co- 
lumns attacked at once ; and though Tome deferters had goi)« 
over to the enemy in the night, their reports only ferved to 
xncreafe their fecurity ; for all that they could tell them was, 
that our left marched backwards. Before day.light the ad- 
<vanced guards of the columns, and the corps under M. de Lau« 
^ohn, had wi&h great bravery made themfelves mailers of the 
'pod of Hoch'Kirchen, and alfo of the eminences behind, the 
camp. At day-break our foot were poflefTed of the eminences, 
and were formed in order of battle in the very camp of the 
'Prdiians. A few mioutes afcer this the Duke of Arembeig 
attacked their left, and made himfelf mailer alfo of the re* 
doubts tKe enemy had there. Notwithilanding theobAinate 
defence of the enemy, they were forced to yield to the viva-

The terrible £re of the Pruflian artillery and fmall arms 
having greatly thinned the ranks ojf our foot, the marihal 
made them dofe as much as poflibley and again led them 
againft the enemy. At the fame time. Baron Buccow and 
.the Duke of Aremberg, forced their way through defiles, 
.which they had orders to pafs » and the continual fire they 
made upon the enemy^ forced them to retire. A part of the 
infantry and cavalxy, which compofed the corps at Weiflenv- 
berg, attempted to go to the aififtance of the left of the Pru(- 
fians : but Baron Buccow immediately caufed the regiments of 
O'Donnel and Anhalt Zerbft, commanded. by theGenerab 
Count de Zollem and Bettow, to advance, who attacked the 
head of this reinforcement with fo much vigour, that it was 
Ao fooner attacked, than routed. 

Seeing themfelves thus vanquiibed on every fide, not by (a- 
periority of numbers, but folely by the valour of our troops, 
the enemy retired^ to gain the eminences' behind them, which 
/avoured their retreat. At nine o'clock, their fire flackened 
cen&derably, and they wholly retired to the plain of Predlitz, 
where tl&e good countenance of their cavalry gave the reft of 
their army time to form.

We may compute the lofs of the enemy already,' in killed, 
wounded, and defercers/ at 10,000 at leail. We cannot jufUy 
tell what our lofs is. 

The great number of dead that covered the ground, and 
the cold, which began to be very fevere, determined the mar- 
(hai to make the troops; already greally fatigued, rbtiirn to 
their old camp. His excellency, however^ leflthe brigade of 
fpount Colloredo, with the companies of grenadiers and cara- 
bii^iers,, on the field of battle, to bary the dead, and take care 
of the wounded. The camp, of which' we made onrfeives 
mailers, was given ' up (o be pillaged.''

But the pedtionen beg leave torepnefent, wkh all di^ fob- 
mifiion, that they cannot forbear. to Jay th«r jufl cQHi^laiBta 
before your High Mightincffes, who are the protedors of their 
perfonsy their eftates, their commerce, and navigation; and 
to lay before you the indifpenfable necefTity of putting a ftop, 
as foon as poflible, to thofc depredations and violences.

The petitioners flatter themfelves tjiat their toils, and *e

'^. 2. Nations can have fucceeded to no other rights, thaii 
ftfch 18 Hten originally enjoyed, as individuals; fo that now 
one nation- is to another, as one- man was to another, before 
they entered into fociety. 

$- 3. An individual, in a ilate of nature, would have had 
an undoubted right to protedl his tywn perfon and property ; 
bat he would not have had a right to proted the perfon and 
property of A, the enemy of B, againft B, fuppofing him to' 
be in a ftate. of friend&ip both with A and B ; for how, as a 
friend to B, can he prote^ A againflf him ? The prote&ion of 
A againil B is a declaration, that the prote^or is B's enemy, 
and from the moment the protedion commences, ihe protedor 
muft ceafe to be a neutral power.

4. 7. There is an article in feveral of our treaties with Spain, 
Sweden, Denmark, and other powers, by which it is (lipulated*

^ ^. S. This article is intended as a confirmation of the right, . 
which every nation had, by the law of nations,, of trading to 
the ports of any ftate ^itb their o^wn merchaniiixey and an their 
own account, though that Aate fhould be engaged in war with 
another. ^ The confirmation of this right by exprefs terms was 
inade neceflary, by its having been frequently violated ; fomc 
df the powers at war having prohibited the commerce of neu- 
tral nations with their enemies totally.

§, x8. The etidcnce of fafis, however, will prove, that 
Mn^ndnvas frft attacked m the prefcntwar: and therefore 
iha treaties are binding, as defenfinje treaties in the ftrifted 
Jenie.

about an hour. That Qie then ftruck her co- 
lours-, that Ihe began to fire again, whenboard- 
ed ; but was foon filenced j having 40 men killed 
and wounded; whereas the adventure had but 
pne man killed and two wounded. 

This was fuch a gallant aftion , that the Lords Remark, 
<>f the admiralty rewarded the captain, who af- aaion. 
fumes all .the merit to himfelf, in this reprefenta- 
tion., with the conimand of the Princefs Amelia, 
an 80 gun Ihip. Captain Bray's merit, to be fure 
,was worthy of the reward. But his generofity, his 
humanity, his juftice would have appeared with 
gt«ater luftre had he, according to the example of 
other great men, 'both in our fleets and armies, 
given due praife to him or them, who prompted 
fo happy and fuccefsful a meafure ; who worked 
the fliip, to bring it to bear ; and who put the 
iirft and chief hand to its execution •, which ap- 
pears to be rather an aft originally fuggefted, and 
jnoft likely to be managed by a dextrous well-ex- 
oerienced navigator, than by the officer engaged 
in the fighting of a (hip.

'^^ ' Diamond, a fine veffcl of 200 tons and upwardsr, 
mounting fourteen carriage guns, richly laden 
i^ith the fineft furs from Quebec ; all the aftern* 
' part of her blew up, burnt with fuch violence for 
half an hour, that (he funk ; only twenty-four 
out of ieventy men could be faved ; fome of 
which were fo miferably burnt that they. died. 
That the Coventry had taken the Dragon privan 
tecr of Bayonne, a new Ihip, on her firft cruife, 
carrying 24 nine pounders and 284 men ; after 
an hour and a half's warm dilpute. The priva- 
teer had four men killed and twelve wounded. 
The Coventry had only fix wounded j one of 
whom died. And that the Brilliant had funk, 
with her firft broadfide, the Intrepide of Bayonne, 
a privateer of 14 guns and 130 men, ten of 
, whom were killed, the reft were taken up by the 
Brilliant's boats. 

The cruifers iil the bay, and elfewhere, had 
moft extraordinary fuccefs about this time: the 
Stirling-Caftle and Loweftoffe took two large 
. French fliips, laden with provifions, ftores and 
foldicrs for Louifbourg ; being part of a convoy, 
that failed from the Ifland of Aix, under the care 
of the Prudent and Capricieux, and the Tripon 
and Heroine frigates. Two more ftore-fhips from 
Rochelle and Louift)ourg, were taken by the Dun- 
kirk. The HufTar fire-ftiip took a French fri- 
gate of 36 guns, 300 men, after killing 100 of 
the enemy : the Shannon alfo brought in a French 
frigate of 36 guns : and another, of the fame

•the admiralty received advice from Rear- Admiral 
'Coates, That on the 2ift of Oclober laft, Cap- Captain 
tain Forreft, in his Majefty's (hip Augufta, vvithgai^nt* 
the E>readnought and Edinburg under his com- ^^^^"* 1 
mand, cruifing off Cape Franjois, was attacked 
by four ftiips of the line "^ and three large frigates, 
•intended to drive the fmall Englifli fquadron oflT 
the coaft, and to clear the way for a large fleet of 
merchantmen, ready to fail from thence for Old 
' France. Neither their number, nor ftrength, was 
able to frighten the three EngHfti taptains, who 
unanimoufly agreed to fight them, and bore down 
upoo the French fquadron : that the a6lion begun 
about twenty minutes paft three, with great brilk- 
nefs on both fides, and continued for two hours 
and a half, at which time the French commodore 

• tnade a fignal, and one of the frigates went im- 

• mediately and towed him out of the line, and was 
' followed by the reft of his fquadron, and by the 
' fame means.-— That the Enghfh men of war had 

fuScred fo much in their mafts, fails and rigging, 
that they were in no condition to purfue them 5 

• fo that the French, greatly difabled, were, by the 
help of the land-breeze, and their frigates towing 
them, got fafe into port. The French loft 30Q 
men killed, and had as many wounded.

him, he gave it over, and made after their convoy, 
which could then but jull he difcerned from the 
poop.

She was going from 
rOricnt to Breft, a new fhip, not above four ot 
five months off the ftocks. The Dorletlhire'^ 
mafts, yard and fails, were^eatly (battered. She 
had 15 men killed, and 21 wounded, in the 
aftion ; and one of the wounded is fince dead.

THE parliament having granted almoft two A. D. 
millions for the fole purpofe of carrying on 
the war in Germany, exclufive of the extraordi- 
nary cxpence of tranfporting and recruiting our na- 
tional troops, in aftual fervice upon that part of the 
continent ; of the train of artillery, convoys, forage, 
hofpitals and other contingencies of a campaign ; 
the fubfidy was paid to Pruffia, renewed under 
the fame conditions, as had been ftipulated by laft 
year's treaty ; and the army, under Prince Ferdi- 
nand, was ftrengthened by frefti reinforcements 
from England, augmented with German recruits, 
and fupplied with every ncceflary and conveni- 
ence required to enable, and to encourage them 
to face (heir enemies. But the Frepch, by an aft 
of perfidy, at which they never boggle, when it 
is to their advantage to break their faith, had 
cut his Highnefe off^ from fome refources, which 
deprived him of. many benefits for the opening of 
the campaign^ and facilitated their own opera- 
tions. 

This was the furprize of the neutral Imperial Franckfort 
city of Franckfoirt. Without which the chain of uSer- 
communication, eftablifhed by the Auftrian con- X^Frcnch 
federates, at the clofe of the laft campaign, could 
not have anfwered the intention of the French 
3 opera- 
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A. D« f^rations ligainft the army of the allies under 
"^*'* Prince Ferdinand. This city fecured to them that 
conamunicadon wkh the Auftrians and Imperialifts, 
and a fupply of every neceflary for their army- by 
the courfe of the Upper Rhine and the Maine ffom 
Mentz, Spire, Worms and Alface. 
In whai The method the French took to gain this tnv 
portant poft, was firft a demand of free paflage 
only for the regiment of NalTau. Which wai 
granted on condition of being efcoreed through 
the city by a detachment of its garrifon, un* 
der the promife and good faith of obiervbg favBt 
difcipline^ and of committing no a£t agjiinft the 
neutrality, and the franchifes. But when the French 
regin)ent had penetrated as far as the gate of 
. Saxenhaufen, the oblequious tranfmigrants halted, 
drew up in battle array and difarmed their guards, 
and in the midil of the furprize and confufion of 
the citizens, they were immediately fupported by 
five more French regiments, who feized upon the 
city, and there eftablifhed the head- quarters of 
their General, Prince de Soubize, oq the 2d Df 
January, 1759, 
Prince Prince Ferdinand fcon felt the effefts of this 

wfoWcrto fitw^'^o^^ o^ ^^^ enemy v and was cow^^inced of the 
diflodge neceffity to open the campaign with meafures to 
diflodge the French from Franckfort. But was re- 
tarded, till the month of April, by an irruptioii 
of the Imperialifts into Hefle, about the latter 
end of February ; againfl: whom he was obliged 
to detach a confiderable party of horfe and foot,

have fed 50,000 men for three months ^ : ibmc 
accounts fay, 4^,000 bufliels of grain. 

His next endeavours were to difconcert the in* Detaches a 
tended union of the Imperialifts and French with ay^rii^ 
the Aufhiaos ; and then to attack the latter with the impe. 
advantage. Hip Icheme fo far fucceeded, that he 
drove the Imperialifts from their ftations at Er- 
furth, Gotha and Etfeoach, and then to burn and 
deftroy their magazines alfo. Which fervice was 
well executed by General Knobloch, with a de- 
tachment from the Pruffian army in Saxony, about 
the latter end of February ; who carried off the 
forage and provifions to Saxe-Naumberg, and 
laid that part of the country under heavy contri*

^ In this expedition the Pruffians attacked the caftle of 
Prince Sttlkoufki, a Polifh grandee^ who had interefted him- 
felf againft the King of Pruflia, forced him to farrender, and 
carried him and his garrifon prifoners into Silefia ; and loaded 
300 waggons with provifions and forage, he had colledcd 
for the Raflians. 

« Major-General Knobloch was detached from Saxony to 
Erfurth, of which he made himfelf mailer on Februaiy the 
aSch. General Guafco, after furrendering that city by capi. 
tnlation, retired to Schleufing, with the foar battalions, which 
he commanded. Two other battalions threw themfelves into 
tbc fortrefs of Peterfberg, anS prpmifed to ftand neater.

^^^^ where inadive. Five thoufand detached on the 
tachmcnts. ^^c of Mecklcnbourg, attacked Schwerin, one 
of the principal cities in that dutchy •, from 
whence they drove a garrifon of 2000 men to 
feek (helter on a fmall ifland in the Lake of 
Schwerin ^ : obliged moft of the young men in 
the town, able to bear arms, to enlift in the Prut 
fian fervice ; and laid the country under contri- 
. bution. From hence this corps penetrated into 
Swedifh Pomerania, and forced the garrifon of 
200 men and eleven officers, in the town of Pe- 
namunde, to furfender prifoners of war. 
Advant- The Swedes were not below his attention. Kor 
tbe"w«ks. did the feverity of the winter prevent his purfuit 
of their flying army. For, the army under Ge- 
neral ManteufFel, in Pomerania, aftcd with fuch 
fpirit, that his labours were recompenfed with the 
furrender of Damgarten, Wolgaflf and feveral other 
places, whofe garrifons either retired in time, or 
immediately fubmitted to the Pruffian fummons : 
and he reduced Demcn and Anclam by fiege, at 

evening before he had taken, near Erfurth,, three officers and 
fixty hufTars. The 2d of March M. de Kleift, lieutenant- 
colonel of the green huffars, pufhed as far as EiTcnach, where 
he made 124 prifoners. A detachment fent to Smalkaldea 
and Vacha, took alfo 150 men. On the 4th, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wunfch, with 300 men, attacked a body of grena- 
diers polled behind felled trees, near Frauenwelde, diflodgcd 
them from that poft, took twenty- feven prifoners, and one 
piece of cannon, a three pounder. After this expedition, the 
Pruffian troops returned into their quarters the 9th and 10th.

There remained but one more attempt, which. Attempt* 
if executed with fuccefs, would compleat his plan, count 
and place him in a condition to march in queft of ^^""* 
the main Auftrian army. This was, to cut off, 
or to ftreighten the fubfiftence of M. Daun's ar- 
my, as much as poffible. With this view we fee 
his Majefty, immediately upon advice of the pro- 
mifed fuccefs of his different parties, affembling 
his main army near Strigau, and entrenching his 
forces at Bolchenhayn, near Landlhut in Silefia. 
By which difpofition he both rendered the invafion 
of Silefia impracticable, cut off the fubfiftence of 
M. Daun's army from that quarter, and even 
from Moravia, on which great dependance had 
been placed by the enemy ; and enabled his bro- 
ther. Prince Henry, to march out of Saxony into • 
Bohemia, about the middle of Aprii, and by de- 
ftroying the Auftrian magazines in that kingdom, 
to render fubfiftence on that fide alfo extremely 
difficult. All which was performed without any 
other lofs than at Griefenberg, on the frontiers of 
Silefia, where a battalion of Pruffian grenadiers, 
pofted under Colonel Duringflieven, were fur- 
prifed and made prifoners by General Beck, who 
attacked that poft with 4000 men.

The vanguard of the co- 
lumn, which marched by Peterfwalde, found the 
eminence beyond that village fortified with a re- 
doubt, with a ftrong barricade before it, guarded 
by 600 Croats and fome Hungarian foot This 
pals was forced : a major and thirty men were made, 
prisoners, and fifteen flain. The time required to 
remove the barricade, facilitated the retreat of the 
enemy, who had leifure to draw off their troops. 
Nevertheleis, the JPruffian vanguard dividing into 
two bodies, one proceeded to Auffig and the other 
to Toplitz : the enemy fled precipitately every 
Deftroys where, i he magazine of Auffig was deftroycd. 
In"" m "g^"" and the boats on the Elbe burnt. The vanguard 
zincs. returned, on the i6th, to the main body at Wcl- 
mina, having feized the magazines at Lowofitz 
and Leucmeritz, and denooliflied a bridge they 
had lately built. General Hulfen found the pafe 
of Pafsberg guarded by a body of Croats, and the 
regiment of Konigfeg and Andlau. The horfe 
which marched by Pelfbourg, attacked the enemy 
in the rear, while they were attacked in front 
by the foot, who at length drove them from their 
intrenchments.

The contributions raifed in this expedition were divided : to 
every field-officer 100 rixdollars, to every fabdtem 50 rix- 
dbllars, to* every ferjeant 20 rixdollars, and to every private 
man one rixddlar, exdufive of all their plunder.

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A. D, Fonts, their commander in chief, demanded fuc- 
*^^^* cours from M. Duke de Broglio, the French ge- 
neral at Franckfort. For, General Macguire was 
forced to quit Afch, and retire in the night ta 
Egra: and the main body of the army of the 
^ Empire not in a condition to difpute the field with 

the Pruflian general, fled before him to Cullem- 
bach^ thence to Bamberg, and again to Nurem- 
berg. Prince Henry, in this purfuit, reduced 
ob%ed t6 Cronach and the caftle of Rotenberg. But when 
"^on ^"^^ he had advanced as far as Bamberg \ he was re- 
called, and the Imperfal army was deliveried from 
his future motions, by a diverfion made by the 
jrruption of a body of Auftrians, under General 
Advant- Gemmingen, into Saxony. So that Prince Henry 
glined. returned into Saxony, after he had made fifteen 
hundred prifoners, whom he fent to Leipfic, de- 
ftroyed all the magazines that fell in his way, and 
laid the marquifite of Cullembach and the bifliop- 
rick of Bamberg under contribution. Thoiish 
this diverfion may be faid to fave the army of the 
Empire; their lofles fuftaincd by this expedition, 
difabled them from attempting any thfng againft 
the Pruffians. Indeed Count Palfy made a faint 

^ Bamberg fiirrendered on terms, at his approach, but feme 
confuiion happening before the capitulation was compleated, 
a party of Croats fired upon a piarty of Pruflians, who had ad- 
vanced near one of the gates. Which being refented by the 
Prince, as a breach of the capitulation, his Highncis gave 
the city up to be plundered by his troops : who pillaged during 
(WO whole days, in a moll unrelenting and licentious manner. 
Which occaHoned loud complaints, all over Europe, againft 
the Prufilans^ andafterwards produced a feyere retailiation.

The 1 2th was the decifi^^e day. The army be- 
gan to march towards Repin at two in the morn- 
ing, halted and formed in a wood, and then ad- 
vanced towards the Ruffians. The left wing was 
kept back. The van-ggard gained an eminence 
oppofite to the enemy's left ; on which the'King 
ordered fcvcral batteries to be ereded, intending 
to Riake his greatcfl: effbrt on that fide. It was Battle be- 
1 1 o'clock before his Majefty could bring matters ^"* 
to bear for the onfct; when unmalking his batte- . 
ries, there began a moft furious fire upon the cen-

Cans 5 and they placed their laft refort for defence, 
and to fave the remains of their army, in a fitua* 
tion really impregnable by an army fatigued, by 
the hard ferVice of fix hours flaughter, in an ex- 
ceffive hot day, and unable to bring up their ar- 
lillery over bad ground, while they muft be ex- 
pofed to a great train, in defence of that poft^ 
Had the King of Pruffia been contented with his 
advantages and maintained his ground, the Ruf- 
fians would have aded the fecond part of their 
condud, under General Fermer ^, and had been 
heartily drubbed at ZorndorfF. It is- very pro- 
bable, that in a few days they would have returned 
back by the nearcft way into their own territories : 
but fluflied with fuccefs, he could not be fatisfied 
with any thing lefs than a total overthrow of his 
enemies ; without confulting the danger and diffi- 
culty of renewing the attack.

Defeated. 40 yaft^s, and fired with cartouch. Therefore, 
l>erceiving that his men were exhaufte<J, j^d th^ 
he had been deceived in bis opinioil of the ene- 
my's ftrength and courage, be c^me to the refolu- 
tion to draw them off: in which he was favoured 
by the approach of night. For, that enabled him 
to get polTeflion of feme heights, which. could be 
eafily defended : and by that means be covered 
the retreat of his troops, who were. obliged to re- 
turn to the place, where they began the attack, and

dpubted, but that the Ruffians would make the *^^^* 
beft of their way to plunder the capital of Bran- 
denburg, ^nd lay the Eleftorate under heavy con- 
tributions. 

This was the moft bloody battle the Ring o(^^^<'*^^^^ 
Fruffia had ever fought. He loft a! moft twenty 
thoufand of his beft troops. The enemy's lofs was 
TM>t fo great ; though it is certain, that they had 
loft upwards of io,ooo men, before they retreated 
X6 the Jew's Burying-ground. But what , injured 
the King moft was, the greaj flaughter amongft 
his officers, and the lefe of his artillery. Generail 
Putkammer was annongft the flain j and fcarce an 
officet cfcaped without a wound. In this condi- 
tion his itiajefty, next day, retreated over the 
Oder, colleaed his fugitives, and faw with "joy 
and aftonifhment, the enemy remain inaftive and 
quiet in their camp, be marched thence tOj^^^^^^^ 
Fuftenwalde, a fituation that e^fed him of all without 
his fears for Berlin -, as it enabled him to covqr tion. 

his capital from all incurfions of the Ruffians, and ^ 

preferved a communication for fupplies of provi- 
fions, ammunition and cannon from the royal 
magazines in that city. Here alfo his Majeft'y 
was reinforced with 5000 men, iiniJer thd coni- 
mand of General Kleift, whom he recalled from 
Pomerania. 

When Soltikoff began to move, inftcad of Ruffians " 
taking the rout for Brandenburg he marched Fur- Daun. * 
ther into Silefla, with part of his army, joined 
M. Daun's army in Lufatia, and confulted with 
thj^r general in what manner they might beft im- 
prove

King ; who, foreseeing their intention, detached 
General Wunck, with fix thoufand men, to check 
the progrefs of the Imperialifts in Saxony, and 
encamped with the reft of bis army, fo as to co- 
ver Glogau from a furprize. 
Situation Thus we fee four great armies, commanded by 
^^^ "' the King of Pruffia, Prince Henry, Count Paun 
and General SolcikoCF, encamped in Lufatia and 
the borders of Silefia. They watched the motions 
of each other •, while the ^ar was carried on 
brilkly by detached parties. Wunch retook Leip- 
,fic, joined General Finck at Eulenburg, and in 
their rout towards Drefden, they frightned Ge- 
neral Haddick from an advantageous poft near 
Roth-Scemberg, and repulfed him, joined by the 
whole Imperial army near Meiflen, on the 21ft of 
ikirmiflies. September. The Auftrians and Imperialifts at- 
tacked the two Pruffian generals in their entrench- 
ments at Corbitz ; and endeavoured to diflodge 
them by a furious cannonade from morning to 
night, under whofe favour they retired with a 
connderable lofs in killed and wounded, and 500 
prifoners in the h^ndi of the Prgffians. 
AtVehia. Prince Henry formed a fcheme to furprize a 
confiderable body of Auftrians under General 
Vehia, at Hoyerfwerda, about eleven German 
miles diftant from his camp at HornfdorfF, near 

Gor- 
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Gorlitz. Which he executed with fuccefs on the A. D. 
ajd.of Odober, and took the General and 1200 
men prifoners, and killed fix hundred. 

His Highnefs afterwards joined the troops un- 
der Finck and Wunch, which obliged M. Dauh 
to abandon his camp alfo, and to march with all 
expedition to covet Drefden ; which city, it was 
probable, that prince had refolved to attempt. 
Prince Soltikoff, on this occafion, feparated from Auftriant 
the Auftrians, and the fiege of Glogaii being ini'.fl"ns f^i|. 
pra6Hcable, they repafled the Oder at Neufalze, rat*- 
and encamped at Fran ft ad c : fo that the banks o^ - 
the Oder, at this time, entertained three armies, 
the Ruflians at Franftadt, a body of Auftrians, 
under General Laudohn, at Schlichtingfkeim 5 the 
Prufiians, under their King at Koben. 

Prince Henry's. Communication with the King ^""ationg 
was entirely cut off; and his army was almofl: Henry, 
furrounded by Auftrian detachments : but by his 
vigilance and adlivity he gained feveral advantages 
oyer them. General Finck drove them out of 
Vogelfangs and with fix battalions and fome ca- 
valry he crofled the Elbe, and joined a Pruffian 
corps at Wittenberg, retired from Duben before 
the .Auftrians. 

This was all that happened in thefe quarters Uuked' A- 
till the 29th of 0<aober, when the Duke d'Arem- ^^J^^^^f^ 
berg, with fixteen thoufand Auftrians, marched 
from Dammitch, to occupy the heights near 
Pretfch; and was attacked and defeated by Ge* * 
neral Wunch, who made 1200 prifoners, amongft 
whom were twenty officers and Lieu tenant- Ge- 
neral
